7:20 P.M. Present: Chairman, Arthur J. St. Maurice and Selectman, 
Charles B. Swartwood III. 


Chairman St. Maurice reported that an emergency had occurred at the 

Mary E. Finn School whereby the heating system, because of sledge's having 
gotten into the oil, went out of order, and that he (St. Maurice) had re- 
ceived a call from the School for permission to dump said sledge at the 
Town Dump, and that he had given permission for said dumping. 


7336 P.M. Selectman Louis J. Bartolini, and Lown Accountant, Fred 1. 
Baker, Sr. appeared at this time. 


Salary of the town Hall Custodian, Mr. Louis Maida, again discussed. 

Mr. Baker stated that he wished to notify Mr. Maida with respect to his 
retroactive pay “in time for next week." (The last Treasury Warrant for 
1967 is to be approved at next week's meeting) It was brought out that 
a letter relative to the Custodian's new rate, was to have been received 
by the Board, from the Personnel Board. As of this date, no letter from 
said Personnel Board, has been received. 


7:38 P.M. Mr. Corwin, Correspondent for the Worcester Telegram & Gazette, 
appeared. 


Mr. Baker requested time next week to go over accounts, balances of which 
may have to be returned to the Town Treasury. 


The Town Accountant also reported to the Bourd that he had deleted an 
amount of Three Hundred Twenty-five ($325.00) Dollars from tonight's 
Treasury Warrant #58 with respect to workas performed by Mr. Sylvester 
Hosmer in the reading of Water Meters, at a cost of twenty-five cents 
each. According to the fown Accountant, this amount was deleted as he 
felt that, at the present time, no specific rate for said meter readings 
had been set by the Personnel Board. 


Letter, dated January 2nd as received from Mrs. Beulah T. Callaghan re- 
lative to "an extremely dangerous condition existing on Oak Hill Road" 
read aloud by Chairman St. Maurice. 


Selectman Bartolini then called Mr. Robert Bailay of the Department of 
Public Works and related to him conditions which presently exist at va- 
rious intersections on Route 9. According to Mr. Bartolini, Mr. Bailey 
stated that these hazardous conditions which exist at said intersections 
would be taken care of "immediately." 


VOTFD: to notify Mrs. Callighan that the "Dangerous" condition existing 
et Oak Hill Rosd is to be taken care of immediately, by the 
Department of Public Works. 


7:19 P.M. Then appeered Correspondent for the Fremingham News, Mr. Seth

8:90 P.M. Mr. Robert Wilcox, correspondent for the Marlboro Enterprise 
appeared at about this time. 


8:10 P.M. Members of the Board of Assessors, including the Messrs. 
Nalph Clark, Chairman, and Arthur Holmes appeared, for the 
purpose of filling vacancy on said Board of Assessors. 


The Board of Selectmen, at this time (8:10 P.M.) 
VOTED: to go into executive Session 


8:19 P.M. Executive Session over--all members of the Press returned at 
this time. 


The Boards! members then proceeded to vote, by Ballot, with respect to 
filling the vacancy on the Board of Assessors. After having received all 
secret Ballots, the Secretary to the Board of Selectmen announced that 
Mr. Roger W. Maconi recéived a unanimous vote to fill said vacancy. It 
was further 


VOTED: by the Selectmen, that a letter of the above vote be sent the 
Board of Assessors for said Board's record. | 


8:25 P.M. The Messrs. Clark and Holmes left Selectmen's office at this 
time, and Mr. Howard E. Truesdale, Superintendent of the 
Insect Pest Control Department appeared. 


The Board discussed.with Mr. Truesdale the letter, under date 
of November 27, 1967, as received from the Commonwealth's Department of 
Natural Resources relating to Chapter 132, Section 1h of the General Laws. 
Mr. Truesdale stated that the liability of the +own is based upon the 
last preceding valuation, which in turn determines the amount for the - . 
control of Dutch Elm Disease and other insects which spread disease, that 
the total of this amount is based on one fifteenth of one per cent of 
said valuation. The Board feels that the Town should obtain as much aid 
from the State with respect to Dutch Elm Disease, as possible, that said 
State is not giving sufficient aid for said Dutch Elm Disease purpose. 


8:30 P.M. Judge William F. Brewin, Town Counsel, appeared a t this time. 
8:37 P.M. Mr. Truesdale left Selectmen's Office at this time. 


VOTED: that the deadline for articles for the Annual Town Warrant must

Letter under date of December 19, 1967 from the N. &. Association of Chiefs 
of Police, Inc. advising that the application of Chief Francis J. Mat- 
tioli to attend the NEACP Command Training Institute has been approved, 


noted toenight. 


Meeting January 2, 1968 


Selectman Swartwood reported that he had received a call from Mrs. Fan- 
tony at 51 Turnpike Road and that she has been bothered with noise as cre- 
ated by storage freight trailers which are parked on the Refrigerated Sto- 
rage Center, Inc.*s land, that about ten of these trailers were brought 
into the yard of said Refrigerated Storage and are allowed to stand there 
and run, that this matter has bothered her considerably -- just started 
about one and one-half months ago. 


Selectman Bartolini stated that this matter comes under the Department of 
Public Utilities--"don't think there is any way you can cut it down." sta- 
ted Mr. Bartolini. Mr. Bartolini further stated, "I think the matter 
ought tobe looked into--maybe a note to Refrigerated DLOrape=<-+-+>

Selectman Swartwood: "According to Mrs. Fantony, they are on ‘Refrigerated! 
land." Mr. Swartwood stated that he felt a letter 
should be written to Refrigerated Storage Center, Inc. 


Town Counsel: "Think it would be better off to refer her to the D.P.wU. 


A majority of the Borrd members felt that equipment on the above-mentioned 
‘land is not owned by said Refrigersted Storage Center, Inc. "That's a 
Carrier problem" Mr. Bartolini stated. 


8:55 P.M. Then appeared a group of Citizens from Hilltop including: 

Francis J. Mutter, Edward V. Chaput, Oak Hill Road, Warren L. 
Preble, 8 Hilltop Drive, Robert E. Vail, 58 Pine Hill Rosd, and John Wag- 
ner. 


Selectman Bartolini explained that he had received an emergency call from 
Mr. Chaput over the weekend and that an emergency had been declared, that 
the above group is desirous of having the above-mentioned Hilltop Drive, 
so-called, accepted by the Town. Chairman St. Maurice explained just what 
would be required in order to have said street accepted, both by the Town 
and the State, under Chapter 61. 


Mr. Chaput showed a plan to the Board, which Mr. Mutter had, stating, 
“the Town now required a 90-foot turnaround--this right-of-way was in be- 
fore the zoning laws were past." 


Selectman Bartolini in favor of having the above matter resolved on the 
Town House Floor. 


Town Counsel: "You can go up on the Town Meeting floor without a recommend- 
ation from the Planning Board." 


Selectman Bartolini suggested that the above-named group "make an engineer's 
plan" and submit an Article. It wss brought out, at this meeting, that 
there was no Planning Bosrd to require a turnaround at the time this street 
(Hilltop Drive, so-called) was built. 
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Town Counsel: "sevendays before the lown Meeting, we have got to file 
it (Plan) with the town Clerk. ‘the lown Counsel fur- 
ther stated that this Plan has to be recorded with the Worcester Registry 
of Deeds. 
It was agreed by the Board that the article to be submitted by the Hill- 
top Drive group may be submitted after January 16th, and that the Lown 
Counsel will approve it as to form. It wes also brought out that Mr. Von- 
ald Dezarn of Vak Hill ‘oad would be involved in this matter, and that he 
would be contacted. 


9:15 P.“. or thereabouts, Mr. Seth Wanetek, Correspondent for Framingham 
News left Selectmen's Office. 


9:19 P.M. Mr. Robert Wilcox, Vorrespondent for Marlboro Enterprise left 
office. 


9:20 P.M. Mr. Walter white, Town Treasurer, appeared and Treasury Warrant 
was given to him. 


The Hilltop Drive group agreed that: 
1. the road would be accepted as is and 
e. a drainage ¢asement would be given to the town by Mr. Mut- 
ter, and that said LKasement would show on above-mentioned 
plan. 
Selectman Swartwood: "This is no 'sure! thing." 
Mr. Chaput: "When do you want the Releases?" 


Town Counsel: "Get description of the Street with the Hasement and show 
bounds." 


Mr. Chaput: "It has got about eight inches gravel base.” 


9:25 P.M. Mr. Corwin, Correspondent for the Worcester T. & G. left Select- 
men's office at this time. 


It was brought out that the drainage easement, as mentioned above, would 
be twenty feet wide. 


Mr. Mutter, who appeared to be spokesman for the group, thanked the Board 
for having the town plow out Hilltop Yrive over the weekend. 


Chairman St. Maurice: "Are all those lots developed in there now?" 


Mr. Chaput: "I havea vacant lot-- all lot sizes are taken now." The 
group told the Board “it's all develcped.” 


9:31 P.M. The Hilltop Drive group left Selectmen's office at this time. 
Possibility of raising liquor license fees discussed. 


VOTFD: that surrounding towns be contacted with respect to said License 
fees.

approximately, Mr. Ronald Guest, Correspondent for the Marlboro Enterprise 
appeared at this time, and Sheriff Goodrow left Selectmen's Office at said 
time. 


Mr. and Mrs. Warren Bakal, Mx. Dorothy Walsh, and others from the 
Parkerville Road area, appeared, for the purpose of discussing severe 
drainage conditions which have occurred, some of which have resulted 
from the recent flooding of certain areas caused by the drenching 
rains of March 18, 19, 20, 21 and 22. 


Mr. Bakal told the Board that approximately "four and one-half years ago" people 
had been told that drainage work was to have been done on Parkerville Road, which 
would permit the free flow of water along said road, that the condition was caused 
when Mr. Kenneth Whitehead, owner of certain lots, upon which he had built their 
homes, were to have placed facilities under the driveways, to permit said free flow 
of water, that Mr. Whitehead had been given an order to do this work finishing same 


by May 20, 


1965, and that nothing has been done. 


Chairman Bartolini reviewed, with all present, what was to have been done by said 


Whitehead, 


who, it is believed is now insolvent. 


Mr. Bakal continued stating that "in the past three years people living in these 
homes suffered damage each year -- minor damage each year -- little complaints 
put in -- this year damages came into the thousands of dollars." Actually, we 
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are not in a position to stand still with a letter that doesn't mean anything." 

"Lot #6 has had driveway caved in, stated Mr. Bakal. Mr. Bakal stated that because 
of drainage conditions, they have been "infested with mosquitoes." "Lot #5, they pam, 
had fifteen inches of water." 


Mr. Bakal mentioned one home (believe people's name to be Barrington) who did” 
not have heat for three days, nor hot water for a week, that said people had to 
move out of their home. Mr. Bakal spoke about driveways being washed away, damage 
to basements, etc. He further explained that the only owners who had no problems, 
were the Binghams, living on Lot #4, who had invested money and had two culverts 
placed: under their driveway, that "financially, they did not suffer....." from 
this floode! 5 = * 


Selectman Dumont: 'I notice that before and since flood conditions, there is a 
lot of water in Lot 5 -- it looks like it is there because the 
Binghams have raised up their lawn." 


Mr. Bakal spoke about damages to the Cabrera home, that "Mrs. Cabrera has had to 

take her home off the Market. Mr. Bakal explained that Mr. Cabrera has been 
transferred from his present position. That a new cellar floor has to be put in 

said Cabrera home. Mr. Bakal stated that the "Cliffords", who also live on Parker- 
ville have avery very serious problem, that there is a "very large tree on the 

front left-hand corner of the front of the house--as a result next to no water 

passed through the culvert instead 'wrapped' about pagption of his porch washing 
around his foundation,'' and that "they lost all food in the freezer, they had to 
disconnect their freezer," etc. Mr. Bakal stated that the Cliffords have "not 

been able to estimate their damages.'' Mr. Bakal explained that he had severe damage 
to his driveway (Lot #1) "which has caved in.'' He mentioned many other items Famed 
which have been which have been destroyed by the flood. : 
Chairman Bartolini told all present that the town had brought "litigation" against 

Mr. Whitehead, that since he (Whitehead) had gone into bankruptcy, said "litiga- 

tion" had stopped. Mr. Bartolini further explained that his Board had gone over 

to Parkerville “oad, investigating this past Sunday, that his Board is going to 

study everything concerning this matter ''to see what we could do to help you 

people." 


Selectman Swartwood told the group that the Town has plans for "specific projects" 
involving drainage situations, one of which is up on Flagg Road where people are 
having the same problem as on Parkerville Road, that monies have been set aside to 
do work concerning drainage conditions, in the Town. Mr. Swartwood further stated 
that there is no question in the mind of the Board of the problems at Parkerville 
Road, that the Board has been down to view this area "two or three times since 

the storm,'' that there is no question in his (Swartwood's) mind that the water 
drainage is coming off the streets. 


8:40 pem. Town Counsel Judge William F, Brewin, appeared. 


The Board told all parties concerned in the above mentioned problems, that this 

matter will be discussed with the Highway Superintendent, that a pipe will be 

installed, that the work will be done sometime this spring or summer, that the 

Board will like to have at least two weeks to come up with "some kind of a time 
schedule," and that "you will hear from us--by Friday, the 19th (of April) — 
you will have an answer." | 
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Mr. Bakal, who appeared to be spokesman for the group, agreed to the above but 
stated that if something isn't done, "the money we have spent will go toward 
legal fees". 


Procedures to follow, relative to acquiring a "school" sign, questioned by one 
of the above-mentioned Parkerville Road group, who was told to write a letter 
concerning same. 


8:55 peme Above-mentioned Parkerville Road group left Selectmen's Office at 
this time. Then appeared C. Francis Hamel, Dog Officer, and Mrs. 
John P. Zona of 40 Atwood Road. According to Mr. Hamel, he contacted 
"Framingham", which has a full leash law. "I spoke to the Dog Officer 
but the one who does the work is Mrs. Purdy", who told him that "al- 
though Framingham has a full Leash Law they had a "temporary helper" 
and his wife that couldn't keep up with the work involved" that this man 
and wife "got to the point at the end of one week they quit". Mr. Hamel 
further stated that a charge of fifteen dollars ($15.00) was imposed on 
those persons who let their dogs run loose, that this went along for a 
period from three to six months until "suddenly someone went to the State 
House and found they couldn't charge a fifteen-dollar fine". Mr. Hamel 
further reported that he "checked with Ashland and that the Town there 
had just ruled in a law (partial). Hopkinton and Holliston have a part- 
ial law (leash)" that Holliston's Leash Law (partial) "hasn't gone into 
effect, yet, that Hudson has a partial leash law that hasn't gone into 
effect yet". Mr. Hamel reiterated that he was told that in all cases 
there is so much work involved "that they can't handle". Mrs. Zona feels 
that something can be done, either by the Selectmen or the Townspeople, 
to refrain dogs from running in packs, etc. 


Mr. Hamel recommended restricting dogs from running loose at certain "times of 
the day". 


Selectmen Dumont suggested said restrictions to be imposed when the children are 
going to school. Mr. Hamel agreed with Mr. Dumont's suggestion. Mr. Dumont feels 
that there are certain dogs who are continual offenders, that the owners of such 
dogs should be approached with respect to their dogs' being said offenders. 


Mr. Hamel further stated he had gone to the school, as a result of a call from one 
of the Principals, that he(Dog Officer) got in touch with some of the owners of 
said dogs, asking them to keep their dogs at home, that there were others "who 

go to work" and that there is one one to take care of the dog, that it is not "my 
place to leash the dog". 


Chairman Bartolini explained that if some dogs are causing a certain type of 
trouble, the Selectmen has the power to order said dogs destroyed. 


Mrs. Zona: "We have had cases where there have been as many as twenty-five dogs". 
She further stated that the children can't play in their own back yards 
for fear of these dogs. She further stated that when driving down At- 
wood Road, “dogs get in front of my car", that she took another Road, 
"there are just as many". (Mrs. Zona gave in clippings she had taken 
from a number of papers, which reported similar cases regarding dogs). 
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Mrs. Zona made it very clear that she is not a "hater" of dogs, but strongly 
feels owners should not allow their dogs to roam around loose. 


Mr. Hamel reported that he had "buried seven of them (dogs) so far this year". 

Mrs. Zona: "There were eighteen bitten last year". 

Mr. Hamel: "I am not quite sure". 

Chairman Bartolini: "How successful was this partial Leash Law''? 

Officer Hamel: "Nobody has yet any experience-~even in Framingham on dogs who 
are supposed to be under control 100% of the time--with this 
100%, they can't enforce it". Mr. Hamel cited a case of a man 


who raises dogs and who openly refuses to leash said dogs. 


Selectman Bartolini suggested to the Dog Officer to get in touch with the Dog 
Officer in Framingham and see if he can come up with a solution. 


Mr. Hamel: "I would like to try something like this (Mr. Hamel referred to a 
Suggestion as printed on yellow paper, by Mrs. Zona, which stated: 
‘Please save us from having to pass a law to restrict dogs as 
neighboring towns have had to doe..-eetce 


Chairman Bartolini told Mrs. Zona the Board "will make some sort of decision 
on this". 


Selectman Swartwood: "Mrs. Zona, you don't make a specific complaint against 
a specific dog"?

May 7, 1968 


7:16 P.M. All members of Board present at this time. 


Chairman Bartolini reported that the Director of Accounts, Mr. Arthur 
MacKinnon is not going to allow the town to spend"$60,000.00" as 
voted under Article 41 of the Annual Town Meeting of March 1968, for 
a new elementary school, which is to be built upon land located be- 
tween Deerfoot and Parkerville Roads, that he (Chairman) asked the 
Town Counsel to come to this meeting tonight. 


7:25 P.M. Then appeared Mrs. Portia Little, Correspondent for the 
Framingham news, who took the place of Mr. Bradley Howard. 


7:28 P.M. Bills approved for payment--Treasury Warrant #19 in the 
amount of $41,596.65. 


Work done with respect to the changing of tires for the various Town 
equipment, discussed. 


VOTED: that a memorandum be sent the Highway Superintendent inquiring 
| as to whether or not he contracts work to be done in the 
changing of tires on his equipment. 


Complaint from a citizen living on High Street relative to a traffic 
condition, discussed. Chairman Bartolini reported that he had seen 
the Police Chief this morning and asked him to check on this matter. 
Mr. Bartolini also reported he had received another complaint from 

Mr. Francis Pessini with respect to a "spite" fence as erected by 

Mr. Vildo Marcello, living on Pine Hill Road. It is the feeling of 
the Board of Selectmen that this matter would be the responsibility of 
the Fence Viewers. 


Traffic lights at Fayville again discussed. Selectman Dumont strongly 
feels that the Board should talk again with the people concerned as he 
feels the Board doesn't know “what they have in mind." 


VOTED: that a memorandum be sent the Chief of Police asking him to 
give more information in detail with respect to the traffic at 
the intersection in Fayville, at said lights. It was further 


VOTED: that a letter be written to Mr. Kirby P. Weathersby, Traffic 
Engineer for the Department of Public Works, at 403 Belmont 
Street, Worcester, Massachusetts, asking him to meet, at his 
convenience, with the Selectmen, for the purpose of discussing 
the various problems concerning the proposed layout of traffic 
control at the corner of Oak Hill Road and Route 9. 


VOTED: to notify Mr. George Sherman of the M.D.C. (Sudbury Division) 
of the unsightly condition presently existing along White 
Bagley Road due to their being a "trash buildup" along said 
road. 
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8:05 P.M. Then appeared Mr. Arnold Korenblun, correspondent for the 


Marlboro Enterprise, and Mr. Harold Walcott, Building 
Inspector. 


Chairman Bartolini told Mr. Walcott that a letter had been sent to the 
Planning Board relative to Rock Point Road, presently believed to be 
owned by the Guaranty Mortgage Corporation to see what decision said 
Board has made with respect to having an agreement with said Guaranty 
Mortgage Corporation and with respect to a brook which drains the area 
"911 the way back to Route 85." 


The Selectmen then discussed with the Building Inspector his letter 

of April 2 re complaint as received from the Messrs. Harvey D. Bigelow 
and Clifford Glynn, and relative to the Board's letter to be sent to 
said Messrs. Bigelow and Glynn, to the effect that as a result of an 
investigation made by the Building Inspector, it is their feeling that 
neither Mr. Maconi nor Mr. Dunlop of 14 and 10 Ward Road, respectively, 
are in violation of the Zoning By-Laws. (Both the Messrs. Bigelow and 
Glynn set up a tentative appointment for next week to discuss this 
matter further with the Board.) According to Mr. Walcott, he made an 
investigation of the "whole neighborhood," and that "nobody else felt 
that there was anything wrong," that "there was one person who wrote 
the complaint and the other went along for the ride." It was brought 
out that one of the above-named persons was removing top scil from his 
property. 


Mr. Walcott stated that one of the above-mentioned persons is "trying 
to put in a nice patio." He further stated that "one cf the signers of 
the complaint is actually running a welding business." 


VOTED: that a copy of the Soil Erosion By-Law be sent the Building 
Inspector. 


Selectman Dumont suggested making it plain to the Messrs. Bigelow and 
Glynn that if they so wished to discuss the above matter further, to 
contact the Board. It was so VOTED, 


Next, the Board discussed Mr. Walcott's letter of April 26 with 
respect to Refrigerated Storage Center's applying for a permit to 
"add 23,735 sq. ft." to its present building. It was the feeling of 
the Board of Selectmen that said Refrigerated Storage Center will 
have to go before the Board of Appeals. Selectman Dumont feels the 
Refrigerated Storage people "should be told what to do." 


On motion's being duly made and seconded, it was 


VOTED: to deny the Refrigerated Storage Center's application for a 
Building Permit for an addition to its present building on 
the basis of said Center's not complying to Section IV 
Paragraph 5B of the Zoning By-Laws. 


Letter under date of April 23, 1968 and inventory "of all signs I 
found in the Town of Southborough as of April 20, 1968" as received 
from the Building Inspector, discussed. According to said letter, 
"most of the signs conform with Zoning By-law as far as size is 
concerned, but most of the signs were erected with out a permit." 
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Mre Walcott stated, "I am sure we haven't any authority on State or 
County highways." The Board agreed that this was true. Mr. Walcott 
then reported that a "big sign is going up on Route... Mr. Walcott 
feels that nothing can be done with respect to this sign "if the 
State grants the permit." 


Chairman Bartolini: "Only Zoning Permit State can set out is on their 
property." "Now, if they apply to the Outdoor 
Authority, that's a different thing, he said. 


Mr. Walcott: "Outdoor Authority is using a Federal Law stating State 
and Federal Government has jurisdiction over one foot 
on a highway as far as signs are concerned." 


Selectman Dumont: "Federal Government is trying to be stricter.” 


Mr. Dumont then asked, "Shouldn't we refer local questions to Counsel?" 


It was agreed to table further discussion with respect to Signs, and 
then 


VOTED: to obtain an opinion of the Town Counsel with respect to the 
law on signs. 


R. E. Jarvis Coe, who is going to build on property located at 20 
Turnpike Road, Fayville, discussed briefly. Said Company received a 
Variance from the Board of Appeals on May 31, 1967 “allowing the use 

of a parcel located at 20 Turnpike Road for the purpose of the sale and 
distribution at wholesale and retail and storage of small powered 
equipment such as lawn MOWET'S snow throwers, small tractors, etc. with 
service and parts department, etc. According to Mr. Bartolini, "they 
have to apply for a Zoning Permit." 


Mr. Walcott discussed swimming pools with the Board stating he did not 
know just where his jurisdiction lies with relation to same. "Don't 
like the way they are putting them in." 


Property as formerly owned by "Sabastian" briefly discussed. This 
property is also located on Route 9 at the corner of Middle Road and 
Route 9. It was brought out that Mr. Ray Davis is presently owner of 
this property. 


"spite" fence briefly discussed with Building Inspector. Mr. Walcott 
stated in checking the Building Code, "There is one particular 
paragraph leaves me to velieve to issue a stockade-type fence--another 
thing, what constitutes a 'spite' fence?" 


8:2 PM. Building Inspector left at this time and Mr. Ralph Giombetti 
appeared. 


Mr. Francis Bousquet appeared for a brief moment, also at this time, 
stating something about “concrete pool" and "flood drain." 


Mr. Giombetti then stated, "I just want to explain I am applying (for a 
common victualer's license) under Giombetti and Francis." 
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Chairman Bartolini: "You are talking about taking appointments on 
May lu.

Mr. Giombetti: "ZI still want it for my existing business." 


Chairman Bartolini: "We want the Board of Health Inspector to give 
you a clean bill of health." Mr. Giombetti agreed 
to apply for an all-alcoholic beverages common 
victualer's license. 


8:45 P.M. The Selectmen then adjourned to the lower hall where a 
group of citizens had gathered from Parkerville Road as 
they wished to discuss further the conditions existing on 
said Parkerville Road. 


Mr. Warren Bakal of 197 Parkerville Road, who appeared to be spokesman 
for the group, requested that the area around the properties on | 
Parkerville Road be cleaned up by the Town, that there is a great deal 
of poison ivy present, that if the Town will clean up the area, they 
will keep same mowed out to the road. 


Chairman Bartolini reviewed with the group their request of sometime 
ago, which the town agreed to take care of, reminding them that, at 
that time they just wanted pipe under the driveway. According to this 
group, they feel that if something is going to be done for one citizen 
on Parkerville Road, they, as taxpayers, are also entitled to the same 
consideration. | 


Selectman Swartwood: "You are talking about something that hasn't 
come about yet.” 


Mre Bartolini also reminded the group that the work the Town is willing 
to do down in their section is going to cost $1,100.00. Mr. Bakal 
explained that the group wanted a certain area on Parkerville Road | 
piped so that there would be proper drainage on said Parkerville Road. 
Mr. Bartolini told them that what they are asking would come dlose to 
#20,000.00, that the only way this could be done would be through a 


Town Meeting. 
9:10 P.M. Town Counsel Brewin appeared in the lower hall at this time. 


One of the women in the group stated that the Highway Superintendent 
told them that the proposed work to be done on Parkerville Road would 
not alleviate the drainage problem entirely. 


Selectman Dumont: “We never claimed we were going to solve your problem 
completely." 


Chairman Bartolini then told the group that if the Board agrees to pipe 
under the Vanni's, the cost will be $1,586.00. If we don't agree to 
pipe under his property, it will be $1,100.00. | 


Selectman Swartwood: “We haven't agreed to pipe under anybody's lawn." 
He continued by reviewing with the group just what had been discussed 
before, asking for a cost of certain work which would be done by the 
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Highway Superintendent who came up with the figure of $1,100.00, "take 
the water-tie into this season ditch, make a swale--we are going to 
bring it down, put it into everybody's driveway--this is the $1,100.00 
--there is no question this will take care of the situation to which 
the town is responsible of the surface water coming off the road." 


Chairman Bartolini asked Mr. Bakal how far the Superintendent got in 
doing the work on Parkerville Road which was agreed to today? 


Mr. Bakal: "He has cut down two trees." 


Chairman Bartolini: "Let's follow the course that you originally 
| wanted. I am sure the Superintendent of Streets 
will make that a swale. It will alleviate your 
water." 


The Board members agreed that the drainage condition would not be 
completely eliminated. 


Chairman Bartolini told the group that if the elevation of their homes 
was four (1) feet higher, there would not be any problem. 


9:35 P.M. Chairman Bartolini declared the meeting over and the 
Board returned to the Selectmen's Office. 


Town Treasurer, Walter F. White appeared and reported that when he 
inquired of the bank about borrowing money for the school plans, "they 
came back they had contacted the Department (State), talked with 
Swartz (Assistant Director of Accounts) who said we cannot do 13" 

"T called Swartz who said 'you can't do it.'" Mr. White stated he 
asked Mr. Swartz "why" and was told "there is no provision." "I am 
getting a copy of the vote," Mr. White stated.

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fighway Garage property on Cordaville Road discussed. Town Gounsel: 
Haven't got revised plan back yet." The Town Counsel stated that 


Mr. Selesky is the Head at Metropolitan District Commission. 


The problem with respect to sewerage wastes, again discussed. 
Selectman Dumont reported that he was going to explore the possi- 
bility of obtaining permission from the Town of Northboro for the 
disposal of said wastes. 


"Spite" fences again discussed with the Town Counsel. "Over six 
feet, they are 'spite!' fences," he stated. The Town Counsel told 
the Board that on matters such as tais (Pessini vs. Marcello), it is 
the responsibility of the Fence Viewers. Chairman Bartolini agreed 
that he would get in touch with said Fence Viewers. 


Selectman Dumont brought up the matter relating to the suit as 
brought against the town with respect to Valley Road, and with 
respect to Mr. Ernest Kallander's application for a golf course 
located off said Valley Road.

Letter with respect to "Annual Salute to Safety" as received from the 
National Safety Council, which is being held on June 18, read aloud by 
Chairman Bartolini tonight. 


7:12 P.M. Town Accountant, Fred L. Baker, Sr., appeared at this time 
with Treasury Warrant #20 in the amount of $6,833.20. 
Retirement of a Town Employee briefly discussed. 


Bills approved for payment in the amount of $6,833.20. 


7:28 P.M. Then appeared Mrs. Portia Little, Correspondent for the 
| Framingham News. 


7:30 P.M. Members of the Board of Assessors, including: Chairman 
Ralph H. Clark, Arthur K. Holmes,and newly elected member 
George A. Labarre, Jr., appeared. Also appeared, members 

of the Advisory Committee, including: Chairman Joseph Callaghan, 

Clerk Ulderic F. Hurley, and Charles Wood. Also, Chairman of the 

School Study Committee, Herbert Cobb and Town Counsel, William F. Brewin. 


Chairman Bartolini reminded all present of the vote under Article 41 of 
this year's Annual Town Meeting, whereby the Town appropriated $20,000.00 
and the balance to be borrowed, viz: 60,000.00. Mr. Bartolini reported 
to all present that the town, according to the Director of Accounts, 
cannot borrow the $60,000.00, and that the Board has turned the matter 
over to the Town Counsel. 


Chairman Bartolini asked Mr. Cobb when does his Committee feel "we 
will be coming into the school?" 


Mr. Cobb: "Our original program--we will be coming in for a special 
Town Meeting in the Fall--school situation in this Town is in dire 
straits--School Study has held off just as long as we can." "I am 
telling you, as Chairman, I am going to lose if we don't get this 
school. You are going to see teachers leave. If the Judge can 
guarantee putting an article in the Town Meeting and borrowing money. 
..On the other hand, if he cannot guarantee, in the strict sense of 
the word, I would ask him to tell us we could take it out under 
stabilization..If you could set a Town Meeting for the 15th of June, 
we wouldn't have to ask for a bond issue." 


The Town Counsel reported that he has talked with Mr. Swartz and 

Mr, MacKinnon, Director of Accounts, also with Bond Counsel and "two" 
banks. "They say we have no problem. We just have to amend..As far 
as bond phase is concerned, leave the $20,000.00 in there.” 


Mr. Cobb: ‘Wouldn't the best thing...is to go right into the Bonding 
| Authority..you write the article...?" 
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Town Counsel: "That's what I want to talk to Arthur MacKinnon--I have 
gone over this problem with Swartz and he agrees with it." = jam 


Mr. Cobb: "Since tax rate has not been set yet, is it best to raise 
and appropriate at a Special Town Meeting?" 


Wr. Cobb stated that he feels “it is better to put tax rate up--have a 
hearing." 


Mr. Hurley reminded all present that the "free cash" presently in the 
treasury stands at $52,600.00. 


Selectman Dumont: "There is no other way to do this other than a 
Town Meeting?" 


Chairman Bartolini: "No." Mr. Bartolini also stated that he was not 
in favor of starting a "run on small loans," that 
he would "just as soon pay as we go ourselves." 


Mr. Cobb: "Why don't you (1) vote to hold a town meeting, (2) give me 
an appointment with the Board two weeks from tonight~-decide 
just how you raise this money." 


Selectman Swartwood questioned the ASSessors as to whether or not the 
tax rate would soon be set. The Assessors at this time was unable to 
State specifically just when said tax rate would be set. 


@8:00 P.M. The above Board members left the Selectmen's Office and 
Mr. Daniel Brandano of 10 Parkerville Road appeared, 
stating to Secretary he was here in place of Mr. Joseph 
Murphy, Manager of Shamrock Motel, Inc., and submitting 
application for an all-alcoholic liquor license for said 
Shamrock Motel, Inc. 


Chairman Bartolini told Mr. Brandano, after receiving application for 
above-named corporation for an all-alcoholic common victualer liquor 

license, will be advertised within ten (10) days, and that a Hearing 

will be held. 


Next, appeared Mr. Richard H. Hellawell and his attorney, Mr. Robert 
Gallagher submitting application for an all-alcoholic common victualer 
license for Southboro Arms, Inc. including "Certificate" certifying 
Mr. Hellawell as Manager of said Arms plus votes of the Corporation 
with respect to officers and directors of same.

Mr. Bigelow: "I would like to know how the Building Inspector got 
this information at 14 Ward Road." 


Mr. Walcott: "I talked with Mr. Maconi, checked Zoning Laws which 
allows a man to have a studio--claims he has only one 
(1) vehicle on the..." 

Mr. Bigelow: "Where do you get this office or studio or both?" 

Mr. Walcott: "His definition is a studio." 


Mr. Bigelow: "He also has two (2) offices--according to the Zoning 
Book, you can only be allowed a studio or one (1) office." 


Mr. Glynn: "It doesn't say 'both'. It just says studio or office." 

Mr. Walcott: "Couldn't give you a decision.." 

Town Counsel: "A studio can include more than one(1) room, a 
professional...can have either office or his studio 
can include the business office of the studio." 


Mr. Walcott was asked, “What did he (Maconi) claim his occupancy is?" 


Mr. Walcott: "Photography.”™ 
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Mr. Bigelow: “How come he is listed as a Publisher?" 
Mr. Walcott: "You take pictures...” 
Mr. Bigelow: “He (Maconi) doesn't do any photographing." 


Mr. Bigelow: "You say one part-time person..." Mr. Bigelow continued, 
"He employs seven (7) persons." 


Mr. Glynn then submitted copy of Enterprise Sun dated April 22 which 
advertised for "Salesman" and "Female Models,"for Yankee Color 
Corporation, as well as various advertisements which appeared in the 
Framingham News for said Yankee Color Corporation. Also, a report 
from Dun & Bradstreet which lists gaid Corporation's operation as 'a 
commercial color photographer," etc. 


Mr. Bigelow stated that when there is more than one vehicle in a yard, 
it takes more than one driverto drive same. (According to said Dun & 
Bradstreet report, Mr. Maconi has three 1964 Chevrolets, one "Chevrolet 
step-van-1966." 

Chairman Bartolini: "In other words, you are submitting evidence." 

Mr. Glynn: "We have evidence." 

Chairman Bartolini then asked these gentlemen to show the Building 

Inspector their evidence and ask him whatever questions they felt were 

necessary. 

Mr. Bigelow: "Is there gas there?" 

Mr. Walcott: "There is a pump there." 

Mr. Bigelow: "Has he got a permit? How did he get that permit without 
the abutters being notified?" "Gas tank is only allowed 
strictly in a business area." 

Mr. Walcott: "I think that was there prior to McCarthy." 

Mr. Bigelow stated that it wasn't. 

Mr. Glynn: "We believe that a permit was issued in 1963." 

Selectman Swartwood then reviewed with the above-mentioned gentlemen 

certain allegations which they consider as evidence, but which did not 

appear in the report of the Building Inspector. He then asked, "Are 
you showing us there is more here than what we thought?" 

Mr. Bigelow: "We have given you something to go on. We have more." 

Chairman Bartolini: "I would check with the Fire Chief."

Inspector down there. He talked to the owner. You have 
shown enough so that we possibly made a mistake." 

Mr. Glynn: "If you want us to go to a Hearing, we will go to a Hearing." 

Selectman Dumont: “You are in the process of substantiating your position?" 

Mr. Glynn: “Right.” "As far as Mr. Dunlop...” 

Here it was brought out that Mr. Dunlop, according to what he told the 

Building Inspector, claims he does not operate a business from his home 

address on 10 Ward Road, that his equipment has been at this address since 

he has lived at same, that the telephone number on the side of his truck is 
the same as his home number.. 


According to both Mr. Bigelow and Mr. Glynn, Mr. Dunlop is stripping loam 
from his property. | 


, Mr. Glynn: “It was stripped from the ground." 
Chairman Bartolini: "If he has surplus, he has a right." 
Mr. Glynn: "He has no surplus." 


Selectman Dumont: "He brought in six (6) trucks=-used five (5) to grade 
his property." . 


Mr. Bigelow: "Where does loam come from?" 

Mr. Walcott: "Out of Westboro." It was agreed that if Mr. Dunlop brought 
in loam from Westboro, Westboro would have to issue Permit to 
Remove Earth. 


Mr. Bigelow: "He stripped side of his house--brought it down street, three 
loads." 


Mr. Walcott: "I have made ten or twelve trips--have not seen back of house..." 
Mr. Bigelow: "When this is all settled, he will be right back there again." 
Mr. Walcott: "As far as I am concerned, he cannot store equipment." 

Mr. Glynn reverted his conversation to Mr. Maconi's allegea violations by 
Stating that said Maconi operates “one van-type vehicle, two station wagons, 


employs three full-time and two part-time people." Here, the Zoning By-Law, 
under Section IV, lg, was partially quoted, viz: “not more than two 
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(persons) not regularly resident on the property are employed therein." 
Mr. Glynn further stated that "We have other things--he is listed as a 
photographer--here is a brochure which he also sent out." (Here, Mr. 
Glynn showed said brochure called "The Yankee Shutterbug.") 


Mr. Glynn: "Gas pump, whether or not it conforms to area--Residential 
rAtow 


Chairman Bartolini stated he would check with the Fire Chief concerning 
said gasoline pump. 


Mr. Glynn: "What type of trucks are allowed?" 


Chairman Bartolini: "No limits." 
Selectman Swartwood: "We can exclude them on Town Roads." 
Selectman Dumont: "There is no general rule to include trucks.” 


Mr. Glynn then stated that he was talking about trailer trucks. Driveway, 
according to Mr. Glynn has been changed to accommodate trailer trucks, 
that he (Glynn) “accepted the point that trucks have to deliver.” 


Mr. Bigelow also stated that he objects to signs which do not conform to 
Zoning Laws.

Mrs. Burrows: "I obtained figures from Mr. Lamy, and he is renting two 
offices--one at Seventy-five Dollars ($75.90) with a 
square footage of 16 x 20, which comes out to an annualrate of $2.80 
per square foot.” Mrs. Burrows further stated that Mr. Lamy furnished 
heat and water. Mrs. Burrows also stated that she had talked with a 
Mr. Crosby who is "Agent for administration in Boston Office," that 
"st is under him that a committee is working out figures with various 
towns," that "he felt that probably up to $1.80 to $2.00 per square 
foot would be approved." 


Mrs. Burrows further explained that the possibility of combining the 
Towns of Southborough and Stow, having Southborough's office in the 
Town of Stow was considered by the State. According to Mrs. Burrows, 
"this would be very detrimental to the people of Southborough. They 
certainly will not get the service they are getting now," she saide 


Mrs. Burrows asked what does the Board suggest in the way of an office 
for the Welfare employees who will be working in the town? 
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Selectman Swartwood: "...is that we have a building that is available-- 
talk to them what exactly they need." 


Selectman Dumont: "I get the feeling she is here negotiating for the 
Commissioners." 


Mrs. Burrows: "I am not empowered to do any negotiating. I have 
service records for four (l) years. 


Chairman Bartolini explained to the people present that the Board does 
not want to "tie up" the present Welfare Office for just two or three 

hours a week, that the Board wants to move the present Welfare Office 

down to the Fayville Village Hall, and move the Personnel Board Office 
to the Town Hall. 


Selectman Swartwood: "When the State takes over..." 


Mrse Deer: "Thatts why weare anxious. We have got to be out of here 
by the first of July...There is a lot that has to be done 
between now and then.” 


Mrse Burrows told Board she believed State Department was trying to 
come up with something. 


Selectman Dumont: “Trying to consolidate Welfare Service?" 


Mrs. Burrows: "The idea is to have a 'Service Center! which will 

service twelve communities." Here, Mrs. Burrows 
mentioned a "physical unit." She stated she would like "to point 
out that the Physical Unit is replacing what the treasurer has been 
doing for nothing." "They (State) are going to issue checks. I 
understand we may end up typing the medical checks." 


It was brought out by both Mrs. Burrows and Mrs. Deer that a clerk 
will be needed in the office which will be used vy the State, that the 
clerk will need a desk and the Social Worker will also need a desk. 

It was further brought out that if the present funds (Federal) were 
not used to make certain purchases before July 1, all such monies 
would have to be turned back to the State. 


Various work, such as painting and lighting, which has to be done at 
the Fayville Village Hall before the Welfare moves into same, dis- 
cussed. Mrs. Deer stated that the "walls and ceiling are bad."

Village Hall briefly discussed. 


Mr. Francis Bousquet, also a member of the Town's Board of Public 
Welfare, who appeared some time after Mrs. Burrows and Mrs. Deer, 
stated, “I don't feel that we should talk price--the State is not 
making an offer...” Mr. Bousquet stated that he felt someone from 
the State should come here and “make an offer for this space.” 


A final agreement was reached by all to the effect that a Mr. Donaldson 
of the State Department of Public Welfare meet with the Board of 
Selectmen this coming Saturday, if Mrs. Burrows could arrange such a 
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meeting, and that all persons interested meet at the Fayville Village 
Halle 


Selectman Swartwood then explained to the present Board of Public

Mr. Maconi: "Last weekend he appeared--following week was...he started the sixth 
of May." 


Selectman Swartwood: "Now, you have only one salesman?" 


Mr. Maconi spoke about models when they have been photographing, that these models 
are not paid for their work by him, but by some hotel or report or whoever the 
client may be. "They are not working for us, they are not on our payroll," he said. 
(Another advertisement appeared in the same paper the same day re "Female Models". ) 


Selectman Swartwood then checked the Town Directory to determine what is Listed 
for Mr. Maconi as far as an occupation is concerned. (Said Directory lists him as 
a "Publisher". )

those who complained got hold of his newsletter.) "It (newsletter 
just goes out four times a year to any of our customers," he said. 
He further stated, "This is just a way of keeping in contact with 
our customers." 


Selectman Swartwood then brought up the matter concerning two advertisements which 
appeared in the Framingham News on or about March 12, 1968 with headings of "Ad- 
vertising Sales" and "Retired". 


Mr. Maconi: "That's the first time we advertised... retired." 


Selectman Swartwood: "Post card sales and service man to service, etc.--that's 
the same thing? (Here Mr. Swartwood referred to ad as ~ 
appearing under "Retired" for a retired man who might like 
to sell "local view postcards and souvenirs," etc. 


Mr. Maconi: "That's the same thing." 


Selectman Swartwood: "Advertising Sales--man or woman to sell top commission-- 
for appointment, 'phone Yankee Colour?" 


Selectman Dumont: "What's that?" 


Mr. Maconi: "If we can find somebody...just a salesman who is working on his own, 
theysay Cliff Glynn is operating out of his home--this would be no 
difficulty. They would not be in our employ." "Actually, when we ad- 
vertised three different ways to find what we can find, for instance, 
for a retired person, we got one person to respond. We are just 
trying to find a salesman. We put it out three different ways to find 
three different types of people." 


Selectman Swartwood: "There is an allegation here that you have some gasoline pumps 
on your premises." "Is that so?" 


Mr. Maconi: "No. We have a pump." 
Selectman Dumont: "What capacity?" 
Mr. Maconi: "I recollect we have two thousand gallon (2,000) tank." 


Selectman Swartwood: "All it says, he (Maconi) had gasoline pumps." 


Mr. Maconi: "They (Selectmen) issued a permit after a Public Hearing." Mr. Maconi 
further explained that Mr. Bigelow, at the time this permit was granted, 
was not an abutter, that the tank location was inspected by the Fire 
Chief, that proper procedure was followed, that since Mr. Bigelow 
purchased land from Dr. Paul Ware, he (Bigelow) is now an abutter, 
that prior to said purchase "Bigelow did not abut." 


Selectman Swartwood: "What sort of truck traffic--your salesman leaves with 
station wagon?"

Mr. MacLauchlan: "You can utilize it---four parcels involved". 
VOTED: to turn the above matter over to the Town Counsel. 
9:00 pom. or thereabouts: Mr. MacLauchlan left the Selectmen's office. 


9:06 pem. Mr. Carroll, Contractor for Carlson Construction Co. for Crandall-Hicks, 
who petitioned for a Building Permit to erect a car agency at 377 Boston 
and Worcester Turnpike, appeared. Mr. Carroll was informed of the pro- 
cedures in order to obtain a Zoning Permit first, and left at approximately 
9:14 pom. 


9:14 pem. Then appeared the Board of Public Welfare, including Chairman Annette H. 
Deer, Mrs. Elinor Garfield and Mr. Francis Bosquet. Discussion followed 
with respect to the advertising for bids on the work which is to be done 
at the new office, to be occupied by the State (Welfare Service Office) 
in the Fayville Village Hall, by July lst. 


Monies, as presently in the hands of the above-mentioned Board, in the catagory of 
Federal Funds, discussed.

Selectman Dumont: "To use it for Welfare, she has to have it transferred over." 
9:25 pem. Mrs. Katherine Burrows, Director of Public Welfare, appeared. 

It was brought out, after the Town Counsel referred to the Statute, that the ad-

Chairman Bartolini questioned Mrs. Burrows with respect to recipiants receiving 
their checks for the month of June. Mrs. Burrows stated that said recipiants are to be 
paid out of local funds -- "no Federal money will be used after the First of July".

9:51 pem. Next appeared Mr. Richard Hellawell of 12 Blackthorn Drive, who asked 
for permission to hold this meeting in Executive Session. 


Selectman Swartwood: '"Do you think the public good will be effected by meeting 
with us in Executive Session?" 


Mr. Hellawell: 'Well, when the meeting is all over, the Board may feel it has been 
unfair in certain things.cee.'' Mr. Hellawell, however, stated that 
he did not object to Mr. Lee Cibelli's Attorney remaining. (Mr. 
Bousquet) » 


9:53 pem. VOTED: to go into Executive Session. Both press correspondents left 
at this time. 


Mr. Francis Bousquet stated that he has appeared here as Mr. Cibelli's 
Attorneye

VOTED: Free of charge, a Wines and Malt Beverages License to the Southborough 
Police Association for June 23, 1968 until 1:00 a.m. June 24th, on the 
premises located in the Fayville Village Hall. 


Mr. Hellawell reviewed, in detail, with the Board of Selectmen, what had transpired 
the past year with respect to his intentions concerning the land on which the South- 
borough Arms (which was burned in March of this year) stood, said Arms being located 
at the corner of Main and School Streets. Mr. Hellawell left a Plan showing what 
Said intentions are and thanking the Board for the opportunity of presenting same. 


Attorney Bousquet stated that he had no complaints but that "I feel this building

Foundation Permits briefly discussed by the Board concerning the Jarvis Co. 


7:30 peme Then appeared Highway Supt. Leo J. Pessini, also Portia Little, Corres- 
pondent for the Framingham News. 


Chairman Bartolini briefly discussed the moving of the scales of the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures, which are presently in the Lower Town Hall. 


Complaint of Mr. John E. Callinan of 202 Cordaville Road, with respect to 
"stagnant water" accumulation near his premises discussed. 


VOTED: that the above-named complaint be turned over to the Highway Superintendent 
and that a report be made by him to the Selectmen concerning said complaint 
and further, 


VOTED: that Mr. Callinan be notified by letter of the action of the Board re 
his complaint. 


VOTED: to notify Mr. Lloyd Nolan of Deerfoot Road, by letter, that"after dis- 
cussion with the Highway Superintendent the problem of existing accumulation 
of surface water in front of your house, and we have determined that by 
building up the road in that area, this problem should be abated". 


Various other drainage problems, including the one near the Falone property down to 
Killams' property discussed. 


VOTED: to have Highway Superintendent erect a sign for Meadow Lane (formerly 
"NA" Street. 


The Highway Superintendent stated that he opened up "culvert across from Giombetti's 
today". (This is on Southville Road). 


VOTED: to notify Mr. Donald F. Tebo, who also resides on Southville Road, to 
attend a meeting of the Board of Selectmen on June 25, 1968 at 8:30 pom. 
(Mr. Tebo alleges that a drainage problem exists on his property and 
wants to have the Town resolve the problem). 


Drainage problem as complained about by Dr. Fraser, Marlboro Road, discussed.

7:50 P.M. Executive Session over at this time. 


Mr. Joseph Fantony of Willow Street appeared for a few minutes stating, "I want to say 
right now, the noise is fine--told the people (Refrigerated Storage Center, Inc.) I 
would come up (to the Selectmen) and tell them. I know noise would never be entirely 
quiet--I know it will never be quiet."

Swartwood III and Robert C. Dumont. Also, Mrs. Gail Hoss and Mrs. 
Maureen Maguire, correspondents for the Framingham News and Worcester

#37. Treasury Warrant #36, which was approved last week, in the amount of $16, 
574.76, was left in the Selectmen's office tonight, by the Town Accountant. 
8:00 P.M. Then appeared Mr. Joseph Mauro, who complained about the increased 
amount of water which is being dumped into a brook. According to Mr. Mauro: 
"They are adding more drains all the time. When they cleaned out the ditch about 
two years ago, they went down about four feet and eight feet wide. They cleaned 
up there two years ago, and they left all the dirt on top of the bank and I don't 
want to pay tax on land I cannot use, just to drain the Town. Now, it is time for 
me to open up because they are putting on more drains. They didn't say a word to 
me. They just let it drain in there. This has been going on for years. I should 
have woke up a long time ago, but I have been sleeping." 
LJB. "As far as where we cleaned out the brook, Joe, do you want us to go .." 
Mr. Mauro: "That's right. (Here Mr. Mauro mentioned again the depth of the 
brook, when it was dug down about four feet and eight feet wide) 
what is the use of running it off? Did I sign any papers here?" 
LJB: "No!" 
CBS: Mr. Mauro, are you suggesting now that we should pipe it? 
Mr. Mauro: That's right. 
CBS: That's why you are here, isn't it? 
Mr. Mauro: That's right. 
RCD: Where is this, Joe? 


Mr. Mauro: It runs from Hallisey's, the Drug Store down across the railroad 
tracks down in back by Perhams. 


RCD: Yes, then down through the back way? 

Mr. Mauro: Yes, that's right. 

CBS: Do we have a written easement down there? 

Mr, Mauro: I don't think so. 

LJB: We have a right by prescription which is limited. 


RCD: When you say you want it piped, what area are you referring to? 
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Mr. Mauro: Well, I want it piped from"Ollie's" property ecesce 150 feet. 
LBJ: Where do you want to pipe, Joe? ee. from the driveway up? 


Mr. Mauro: Yes, I think so. It might not be 150 feet. I am just guessing. 
It is over 100 feet, I know. 

LJB: We have brook problems all over town. Frankly, the Board doesn't know 
what to do. We have got this problem all over where Town drains are 
emptying going through private property. In some places we have rights 
of prescription=-- how far we can go on that, I really don't know. The 
Board doesn't know just what it is going to decide this year, either we 
are going in and clean these brooks out or let water down the streets and 
dump it down in the Metropolitan reservoir. In Joe's case, let the brook 
stay as it is. 


Mr. Mauro: Only think I know, I could sue the Town if I wanted to. I can win, 
I know I can. 


LJB: Why don't you wait until we decide what we are going to do? 


Mr. Mauro: Yes-- I have got all that land, I am paying taxes on it and I can't 
use it. 


RCD: Why, does it flood all the time? 


Mr. Mauro: No, it doesn't flood its too wide, its too deep. Mr. Mauro stated 
he was "draining all the Town, but they won't cut my taxes." 


RCD: We have got to come up with some kind of a proposal, which probably will 
mean an appropriation at some town meeting, which we have got coming up 
certainly, in the Spring. If you could give us until then, maybe we might 
be able to come up with some kind of a solutione.. 

Mr. Mauro: Yes, but this is not new, this is old. 

Mr. Bartolini told Mr. Mauro that the town can either divert all water down public 

ways or empty into a site where we have an easement or else go in and fix these 

private brooks." 

CBS: How long ago, Mr. Mauro, did the Town go in there and 

LJB: About two years ago, Joe? 

Mr. Mauro: That's right. 

CBS: Did they get your permission to go in there? 

Mr. Mauro: I didn't sign anything. 

CBS: I mean your verbal.... did they get your verbal permission to go in there? 

Mr. Mauro: "I don't think so." 

CBS: Actually, they did this thing without your knowing? 


Mr. Mauro: As far as I know, yes. 
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CBS; Your complaint now is what we have done in going on your property, with- 
out your knowledge and increased the ditch? 


Mr. Mauro: That's right. 

CBS: and increased the flowage. 

Mr. Mauro: Well, yes. 

RCD: and rendered the land .eo-. 

CBS: useless 

Mr. Mauro: That's your main problem right there. 


CBS: Now, actually, the way to work this out, from your standpoint, would be 
for the Town to put in a pipe 


Mr. Mauro: That's right. 


CBS: Then you would be willing to give the Town an easement for going through 
there 


Mr. Mauro: That's right. 
CBS: A defined written easement. 
Mr. Mauro: That's right. 


CBS told Mr. Mauro that he agreed with what both his other colleagues said on 
this matter. 


CBS: This is more or less your proposal to us. 


Mr. Mauro: Yes, because you see, all the land there is all waste land. Can't 
use it. 


CBS: Where would this pipe end up, where would it end up throwing this stuff? 
IJB: M. D. Ce 
Here Mr. Mauro explained that his land "touches" the M.D.C. land. 


CBS: Actually, even if we piped it the 150 feet, that wouldn't necessarily 
take care of it forever. 


LJB: No, it would just take care of Joe 


Mr. Mauro: "I don't know what is going to happen down the other end. Maybe 
that is going to be piped into it, maybe that is going to be all 
set at the other end. 


Mr. Bartolini asked Mr. M@uro to hold off taking any action_until the Board 
decides what to do. Mr. Dumont asked Mr. Mauro to wait at least until the 


Spring, and asked Mr. Mauro if that would be too late. 


Mr. Mauro: No, it isn't too late=-- I just want to get this thing straight- 
ened out 
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Selectman Bartolini stated he thought Mr. Mauro should receive a letter and 
"have it a matter of record, that he came in and discussed his water problem 

in regard to the brook, and that the Board of Selectmen has taken this matter 
under advisement to make a proper evaluation on this so that it can evaluate all 
the facts and come back and give Joe some proper grounds to go on oee 


CBS: Well, and put this complaint, which it actually is in with other com- 
plaints on drainage problems. 


Mr. Mauro: There used to be a drain on East Main Street up there by Bolands 
and they cut that out. 


LJB; Right 
Mr. Mauro: They shoved all the water back this way. 


8:30 P.M. or thereabouts-- As the Board of Selectmen requested their attending 
this meeting, the Messrs. Robert McLaughlin, Sr. and Jr. appeared for 
the purpose of discussing the brook on the property on Cordaville Road 
(subdivision originally known as Sunset Park). Also present were a 
group of townspeople, and Building Inspector, Harold Walcott. Chairman 
Bartolini explained to the Messrs. McLaughlin that the Town wanted the 
brook cleaned out and restored, that when this work is done, he (Chair- 
man Bartolini) requested permission for the Town to inspect same. Mr. 
McLaughlin, Sr. agreed to permit this. 


Building Inspector Walcott expressed concern over the backflow of this brook, 
just as Chairman Bartolini also, earlier, had brought out. 


The acceptance of Rockpoint Road, within the above-mentioned subdivision, 
discussed.

Chairman Bartolini read aloud letter dated August 15, 1968, as received from

The Board informed said Committee it was going to have the School Building Comm- 
ittee in and that, at that time will discuss certain matters, that at the present 
time, the Board does not know what is going into the new school, that said meet- 
ing with said Committee is to be held on September 17th at 8:00 poem. 


Swimming Pool for the Town, briefly discussed. Chairman Bartolini told all present. 
that he felt that the Recreation Committee should talk this matter over with the 
School Committee. The Board then reviewed the procedures followed by the Town 

in the purchasing of the land for the new school, which is to be built on Deer= 
foot Road. Selectman Swartwood told the group that if the School Committee or 

the School Building Committee has not included the swimming pool in their plans, 
that there was nothing against said Committee from investigating the possibil- 
ities of purchasing land for such a project, and come up with some kind of a 
proposal. Various ways of acquiring land for said pool discussed. 
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Resurfacing of Mooney field and other Fields, relative to tennis courts, discussed. 
Chairman Bartolini told the group to incorporate, in the yearly budget, the costs 
entailed to do such work. , 


Mrs. Herrick asked if the Highway Department could do this. 


Chairman Bartolini told the group that "to be perfectly honest with you, the 

Highway Department is out straight." He further explained that the Highway Department has 
"fifty-five miles of road to take care of, that the Town helped their Department as well 
as the School Department, that "I guess we would help you people again if we have to." 


Selectman Dumont stated "'you have a package here" that when the "package" is 
put together, they might be able to have the necessary work done at less cost, 
and suggested a "code of cost for all the things you want to do." 


Selectman Swartwood suggested to the Recreation Committee that it would be to its 
advantage to explain the program it has in mind, at a Town meeting, that such a 
program would be on a five-year basis, making the Townspeople aware of what would 
be coming up each year. It was felt that under‘ this basis, the Townspeople would be 
alerted as to what would be coming up each year, and consequently, be more receptive 
to such a program. 


Chairman Bartolini stated that he felt that "this year, we should create a Park 
Department.'' It was further suggested that the maintenance costs of maintaining the 
various playgrounds, should be kept in a separate budget, and further that the 
Committee try to do all work necessary, so that when it comes time to have the Town 
Report printed, everything will be ready, and the Town Repprt will not be held up. 


Mrs. Herrick stated, "we certainly have had fine response from the Townspeople."

Stop sign on Flagg Road discussed. Mr. Robert Walker of Deerfoot Road appeared 
and discussed above-mentioned sign. Mr. Walker stated that three times his wife 
nearly got hit. Chairman Bartolini explained that a "Stop" sign cannot be erected 
at the intersection of Flagg Road and Route 9 because it is a "blind" point. 


Mr. Walker stated that what he wanted to point out "was the danger spots from 
Flagg Road onto Deerfoot Road." The Board told Mr. Walker that this situation 
has been taken up with our Police Chief, that a "Yield" sign also was to be 
erected. Three times last year, I came home from work-=- I'm going to get killed, 
I know I am-- if she is going straight out Deerfoot and somebody comes around 
Flagg Road.--Selectman Dumont stated "we had ‘Dangerous Intersection’ signs on 
each end, Flagg Road coming in and Deerfoot Road going the other way." 


Selectman Dumont: ‘We figured by warning everybody to stop the traffic there." 
"Tt almost look like Deerfoot Road is another Road" etc. 


Mr. Walker feels that the "Yield'' sign coming up Deerfoot Road indicating to 
the driver to yield to Flagg Road "should be the other way around." 


Selectman Dumont reviewed that 'Mrs. Walker has requested Stop signs at the 
intersection of Flagg Road and Deerfoot Road" reading recommendations of the 
Police Chief. (June 4, 1968) Dumont also read aloud the amendment to this 
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vote viz: "Slow-Dangerous Intersection" sign on Deerfoot Road north of the inter- 
section."

Mr. Walker stated that cars were going "right by my house, Boyl's house at 
forty miles an hour-- that is against the law, right there." 


According to Mr. Walker, "I have been in this town eight years, and I have been 
complaining about this thing every year."' He further stated that he wants a 
"Stop" sign coming down (he agreed with Selectman Dumont on this) coming out of 
Red Gate, Strawberry Hill to Route 9 -=- its a horror-=- its blank, that's the 
request we made." "The 'Yield" sign to me, is absolutely rediculous-- it is on 
the wrong side of the Road, anyway." "Slow" sign, I guarantee, will not help." 

"I want to stop the cars at Flagg Road where it meets at Deerfoot coming-- heading 
west. That's the danger spot right there." 


Chairman Bartolini told Mr. Walker that the Town does not have the authority to 
erect a stop sign where he wishes it placed, that it is up to the State, that this 
comes under the Rules and Regulations, that he will look it up. Mr. Walker:"That 
solves my problem because I will have one in there tomorrow."' Chairman Bartolini 
asked Mr. Walker to hold up on this matter until he investigates it further, that 
such signs have to be okayed by the State. 


The Board agreed to send Mr. Walker a letter with respect to the above.

Board briefly discussed the possibility of obtaining the film, for the 
Committee sponsoring the second anniversary of the upcoming Heritage Day 
on October 12th, which was taken at the 200th Anniversary of the In- 
corporation of the Town of Southborough, in 1927. Said film is believed 
to be in the Town Vault, by some of the Townspeople. Chairman Bartolini 
is doubtful that such a film, as mentioned above, is to be found in the 
Town's Vault, and suggested that the Celebration Society, contact other 
Town Officers. 


7:40 P.M. Mrs. Carole Maconi, Correspondent for the Marlboro Enterprise, 
appeared. 


VOTED: that a Memo be sent the Custodian of the Town Hall, Mr. Louis 
Maida re: Search for 1927 Film and old Movie Projector allegedly 
owned by the Village Siciety. That he (Maida) is to be contacted 
by Mrs. Hoss, so that he will accompany her, in search of said film 
in the attic of the Town Hall, "carefully chaperoned." 


Selectman Dumont then reported that he had discussed the Kallender situat- 
ion with Mr. Howes, Attorney for Mr. Kallender that he (Howes) did not 
have anything to add to what he (Howes) already has said. 


7:55 P.M. Town Counsel, William F. Brewin, appeared. Also, appeared 
Chief Francis J. Mattioli. Chief Mattioli requested that they 
go into Executive Session. 


Selectman Swartwood asked the Chief what his reason was for going into 
Executive Session. The Chief stated that he was going to "use names, etc." 
and did not want this discussion on the record. 


8:00 P.M. Then appeared Officer Connors. All correspondents left Select- 
ments office. 


8:12 P.M. Motion duly made and seconded that the Boardo f Selectmen go 
into Executive Session. It was so voted. 


9:1h P.M, Executive Session over at this time. 


9:15 PeM. Gorrespondents returned to Selectments Office, at this time and 
Officer Connors left. 


Chairman Bartolini then discussed Chapter 616 of the Acts of 1967, which 
relates to School Zones. Some time ago, the Board of Selectmen voted to 
have the Chief of Police fill out "Application for Schcol Zone under 
Chapter 616 of the Acts of 1967." Chief Mattioli returned this application 
to the Board, stating that he needs assistance from the Superintendent of

Streets concerning same, as this matter involves the Highway Superinten- 
dent insofar as "Estimates of total Cost" of the work, are concerned. 


The Board told Chief Mattioli if he could contact someone in the State's 
Office to do the engineering work, that the Town had "engineering money" 
to help pay for this work, and to get a program started, that at the Town 
Meeting in March, it would be voted to accept the money as allotted by 
the State. Various danger spots in Town at intersections such as Route 
85, Route 9 and Southville Road discussed. Also, discussed were "stop" 
Signs. | 


Chief Mattioli also brought to the Boards attention, the regulations of 
the Town pertaining to "No parking" on Main Street, as passed in 1938. 

He also mentioned that the new traffic rules, which have gone into effect 
should be voted in by the Board, so that same will be incorporated into 
the Town's Rules and Regulations, on traffic. 


Letter under date of September 3, 1968, as received from Mr. WeSley Wil- 
liams, a memwer of the Town's Insurance Advisory Committee, with respect 
to "coverage under the Town of Southborough's Workmen's Compensation 
Policy for persons working for the Recreation Department" as being in 
his (Mr. Williams!) opinion covered by said Policy, read aloud by 
Chairman Bartolini. 


Drainage situation on Flagg Road, briefly discussed, by telephone, with 
Highway Superintendent, tonight. 


Petition as received in the Selectmen's Office on Sept. lst. from a 
group of residents residing on Ward Road"with regard to speeding on Ward 
Road and poor parking arrangements for construction vehicles on Bigelow 
Road"read aloud by Chairman Bartolini. 


VOTED: to turn over said Petition to the Police Chief, asking himto in- 
vestigate this situation and report back to the Board. 


VOTED: to notify Mr. John Connors of Cross Street that the cars that are 
left on the property on Sch:cl Street and the corner of Marlboro 
Road are registered automobiles, that the owner is justified in 
having such automobiles so parked.

85 and Southville Road. 


VOTED: to notify Chairman of the Conservation Commission, Curtis D. MacLauch: 
lan with respect to the deed of the old Cordaville Bridge (Merriam 
property) to the town of Southborough, that this matter has been 
turned over to the Town Counsel. 


VOTED: to send Memo to the Building Inspector, relative to: Why he sent 
notice to Mr. and Mrs. Neale, who presently reside on the former 


Oveson property, Turnpike Road, that their signs are in violation 
of the Zoning By-Laws. 


VOTED: to have the Town Counsel again contact Mr. Sebastian Olivo, attorney 
for A, Falone & Sons, and telling this Company, that the Town wishes 
to have a temporary easement for Carolyn Terrace, so-called on 
their sub-division known as Woodland Estates, for an indefinite of 
time on the turnaround, instead of for a number of years.

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VOTED: to send Mr. Ferguson a letter of regret and appreciation for the 
work he perfo:med while Deputy Civil Defense Director, and other 
years of dedicated service to the town. 


VOTED: to notify Mr. B. A. King of 130 Main Street, that a survey has 
been made of the area "where Chestmt Street joins Route 30", 
as described in his letter of May 27, 1968, and that this area, 
as well as the area from Sears Road to Chestmut Hill Road, has 
been re-zoned, that as soon as the survey is received, the 
Board will inform him as to the exact location of both signs 
and speed zones.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


September 10, 1968 


7:30 P.M. Chairman Bartolini, and Selectmen Robert C. Dumont and Charles 
B. Swartwood III. Also correspondents, Mrs. Maureen Maguire 
and Mrs. Gail Hoss, for the Worcester Telegram and Gazette 
and Framingham News, respectively. 


Bills approved for payment in the amount of $hl,735.21 on Treasury 
Warrant #39. 


7:40 P.M. Then appeared Mrs. Carole Maconi, Correspondent for the 
Marlboro Enterprise. 


VOTED: To permit the use of the services of the Town Counsel to the 
Board of AsseSsors relative to the printing and advertising 
of the valuation book. 


8:00 P.M. Mre Jay R. Hunt, Right-of-Way Agent for the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company appearede Selectman Dumont informed 
Mr. Hunt that the Board of Selectmen is "recording our 
meetings now." Mr. Hunt acknowledged Mr. Dumont'ts statement relative 
to same. Town Counsel, William F. Brewin, was also present at this time. 


The Town Counsel reviewed with Mr. Hunt the feeling of the Board of 
Selectmen that the Town should receive 32.00 per linear foot for an 
easement the American Telephone and Telegraph Company wishes to obtain 
from said Town along Parkerville Road, that he (Town Counsel) had 
brought this to Mr. Hannats attention. (Mr. Hanna is Mr. Hunt's 
superior in the Am. Tel. & Tel. Co.) The Town Counsel further explained 
that it was his understanding that the telephone company paid $1.00 a 
linear foot, plus severance damages in certain cases. Severance damage 
was explained "is where you decrease the size of the lot," stated 

Mr. Hunt. He said this type of damage is paid where "takings" or 
easements are made. Mr. Hunt told the Board that usually his company 
pays 50¢ a linear foot where damages occur. Mr. Hunt further stated 
that manholes are placed "approximately over two miles, that his 

company would have to possibly install such manholes, paying the Town 
Su,000 for each manhole. It was further brought out that said Telephone 
Company planned to lay 23,600 feet of underground cable at $7.00 per 
foot, for tax purposes. 


It is the feeling of the Board that there should be an extra charge of 
50¢ per linear foot along Parkerville Road where above-mentioned 
easement is to be given, as it was brought out by Selectman Dumont, the 
possibility of using this land for recreational purposes sometime in 
the future. Mr. Hunt assured the Board that the underground cable 
would not, in any way, be a detriment to "playing fields" 


Selectman Swartwood asked Mr. Hunt if ne had authority to negotiate 
this matter now. 


Me. Hunts: "Yes, Sir." 
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All three members told Mr. Hunt that they would agree on $1.00 a linear 
foot plus 50¢ severance damage. Mr. Hunt feels that the Town does not cme 
have any "severance" damage. | 


According to the Town Counsel, "We have a possible severance damage. 
We are going to utilize this land for school building purposes wherein 
the educational school system of Boston requires 'X! number of acres, 
that there is an acre and one-half that might not qualify under the 
State's educational school system." 


Selectman Swartwood told Mr. Hunt that he feels "as a Custodian of 
this Town", the highest figure should be obtained. 


Selectman Dumont asked Mr. Hunt whether or not the installing of cable would — 
"effect the drainage?" 


"Certainly not,’ stated Mr. Hunt. 


Town Counsel: "We have the right to go over, across, under it with 
utilities, etc. 


Mr. Hunt: "Yes, you can go over it, under it, anything you want. 
Trench is going to be dug two foot wide and four feet deep." 


Mr. Hunt: "Suppose we put it this way, a $1.00 per linear foot, plus 
50¢ a linear foot damages." 


It was so agreed, as above stated by Mr. Hunt, said Agreement's being 
signed and agreed over his name for "i31.00 per linear foot, plus 50¢ 
per linear foot damages." 

8:30 P.M. Mr. Hunt left at approximately this time and Mr. Campbell 
appeared for the purpose of discussing a drainage con- 
dition. Mr. Campbell explained that he was here in the 
interests of the people who own the house in which he lives 
on Summit Road, so-called, that the owner is presently at 
the Cape. 

Selectman Dumont informed Mr. Campbell that this meeting with him "is 

being recorded." 

According to Mr. Campbell, the subdivider has created a condition, 

which has caused the flooding in the cellar of Mrs. Daniels'home, in 

which he (Campbell) lives, which is off Parkerville Road. 

Chairman Bartolini told Mr. Campbell that this street "is not an 

accepted street," that the responsibility of this condition lies with 

the developer. 

VOTED: that a Memo be sent to the Highway Superintendent asking him 

to take care of the drainage, which is running into the — 


street (Parkerville Road) and see to it that it is piped 
properly into the storm system. (At this meeting, the sub- 
division was referred to as "Country Farms"--The Town's 
records show this subdivision as coming under the name of 
"Southborough Farms.") 
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Noted tonight was note from Secretary to the effect that vouchers 
relative to the rental of the Fayville Village Hall, which has to 
be first sent to Mrs. Burrows, are to be forwarded to this office. 
Said note also stated the need of equipment for the proper cleaning 
of the Fayville Village Hall. 


VOTED: to have the Fayville Village Hall Committee attend a meeting 
in a week or two. 


Letter under date of September 3, 1968, requesting a "statement of 
agreement" with the terms of Commissioner Ott's letter of July ee, 
1968, for the rental of space by the State's Department of Pyblic 

Welfare in the Fayville Village Hall, noted. 


VOTED: that said State's Department of Public Welfare be notified 
that the Board of Selectmen is in agreement with Commissioner 

Ott's letter of July 22, viz: that the annual rental, by the State 

of the Fayville Village Hall property will be $1,275, which is at 

the rate of {3.382 per square foot for 377 square feet, equalling a 

monthly cost to said State's Department of Public Welfare of $106.26. 


and further 


VOTED: to notify Senior Analyst, James F. Dunn, of the State's De- 
partment of Public Welfare that the Standard Invoices for 
rental of 377 square feet of office space in the Fayville 
Village Hall, in the future, and for the prior months of 
July and August 1968, wiil be made out consistent with his 
letter of September , 1968. 


Repairs to the home of Mrs. Howard (Ida) Hunt of 45 Highland Street, 
discussed. 


VOTED: to notify Mrs. Katherine Burrows of the State's Welfare Service 
Office that, according to Mr. John Hill's estimate to do said 
repair work, the cost would be as follows: Replacement of 
ceiling 103.45, repair of front steps $15.00, repair of 
gutters and facia board $45.00, and further 


VOTED: to ask Mrs. Burrows what portion of the bill would be absorbed 
by the State. 


Chairman Bartolini then read aloud approved Proclamation relative to 
the upcoming Heritage Day on October 12, 1968. Correspondents were 
given copies of said Proclamation. 


Selectman Swartwood then reported that the Highway Superintendent 

and he went down to Mr. Killam's home this past Saturday and talked 

to him, that they went over the various items as stipulated in the 
Town Counsel's letter of May 16, 1968, that the Highway Superintendent 
was going down sometime this week to take out some trees. 


The Board next discussed the written statement of the Police Chief 
With respect to various traffic hazards in the Town of Southboro. 
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9:00 P.M. or thereabouts, Mr. Hugh Dalzell appeared. 
The Board members told Mr. Dalzell this meeting was being taped. 
Mr. Dalzell asked the Board if it would issue a "Boarding House" permit. 


Chairman Bartolini reported that, as a result of the Building 
Inspectorts report, the house, as believed to be owned by Mrpe Dalzell, 
is being run (according to appearances) as "an apartment’. As a con= 
sequence, the Building and the Wire Inspectors have had renovation work 
on wiring stopped at said house located at the corner of Oak Hill Road 
and Route 9. Chairman Bartolini told Mr. Dalzell that he had talked 
with the Building Inspector who feels that what Mr. Dalzell is doing is 


in violation of the Zoning Laws. 


Town Counsel: "No electrical official can issue a permit which is in 
violation of zoning under State laws." 


Mr.e Dalzell: "Yhere is a question whether it is in violation or not. 
Isn't this true?" Mr. Dalzell further stated that he 
does not feel that what he is having done is in violation 
of zoninge 


Mr. Dumont: "When did you buy this place?" 


Mre Dalzell: "Oh, about a couple of months ago." Mr. Dalzell stated 
that at the time he purchased this house, there were 
"two apartments" in it. 


Selectman Swartwood: "They were nonconforming uses." 


Mre Dalzell: "TI don't know whether they are conforming or nonconforming. 
I just don't understand your Code." 


Chairman Bartolini: "We can't condone violations." 
Mr. Dalzell: "what constitutes an apartment?" 


Chairman Bartolini: "Two rooms or more." Here, Chairman Bartolini 
read aloud the definition of an apartment, viz.: 
"Building arranged for the use of two-family 
units with provision for not more than five 
lodgers or boarders per family." Multiple 
family apartment house: "Building arranged for 
the use of more than two families.e'""So, how 
many families are you going to have?" 


Mr. Dalzell: "What do we call family?" 


Chairman Bartolini: “Husband and wife." 


Selectman Dumont: "There are certainly ways you can do this, and 
that is go get a variance from the Board of 
Appeals." "It is in violation according to the 


present situation." 
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Selectman Swartwood explained to Mr. Dalzell that the Town took the 
State Code as a guide, but deducted from it the part concerning boarders. 


It was brought out that Mr. Dalzell has a house which has two apart- 
ments that presently are nonconforming uses which cannot be used for 
poarders because it is not a house used for residential purposes. 
(Mr. Dalzell agreed. ) 


Remaining space, according to what Mr. Swartwood understands is that 
Mr. Dalzell proposes to make into three and four apartments, which is 
also in violation. 


The Board told Mr. Dalzell that he would also have to procure a Sewage 
Disposal Permit from the Board of Health. My. Dalzell stated that he 
believed the plumber already procured a permit. 


The Board told Mr. Dalzell that from what he told the members, his 
intent was to have four apartments. 


Mr. Dalzell stated "They are one-room efficiency apartments capable 
of housing one or two people in each one, a total of eight people in 
the house. We are talking about nine rooms, I believe. 


Selectman Dumont: "It seems to me what you intend has to have 
additional approval from the Board of Appeals." 


Town Counsel to "Tf you rented the whole place to somebody and 
Mr. Dumont: they wanted to rent rooms to four people, they 
could. If you wanted to rent to two people and 
they wanted to rent rooms to eight people, they 
could. 


Mr. Dalzell: "That's the way I interpreted it." 


Mr. Swartwood: "If there were two apartments before, there can only 
be two apartments now." 


Mr. Dalzell: "All right. What I say here is that if there is two 
apartments, is it all right for me to just go ahead 
and rent two rooms, one from each apartment?" 


Town Counsel: "You can't rent them out.” 


Mr. Dalzell: "All right, let me rephrese ite Can the people that rent 
the apartment rent out a room from each one?" 


Town Counsel: "That's up to you and your lawyer. If you are going to 
install four different services for four different 
meters, etc. Therefore, it is automatically known to 
the Wiring Inspector that you are creating four aparte- 
ments. 


Mr. Dalzell: "There hasn't been any change in service." 
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The Town Counsel read aloud the State Law "and State, County and 

Municipal Offices shall refuse any permit or license for a new use of re 
a building, structure or land which use would be in violation of any 

zoning ordinance by-law or amendment thereof." It had been brought 

out earlier that Mr. Dalzell intended installing "Kitchens" in the 
apartments. 


Chairman Bartolini told Mr. Dalzell that since the Board does not know, 
actually, what has been done on his property, the Board, in all 
fairness, cannot render a decision tonight. 


The Town Counsel told Mr. Dalzell that there was nothing wrong with the 
renting of a room with a bed and stove in it, as far as a rooming house 
is concerned. 


Mr. Dalzell: "That's probably what I should do. That's probably the 
way I should handle it. What I am trying to do is to 
find out so that I can stay legal." 


Mr. Dumont: "Go to the Board of Appeals." 


Mr. Bartolini again told Mr. Dalzell that he has a right to the two 
apartments, that anything over that he is in trouble. 


Mr. Dalzell: "I am going to talk to my lawyer--I am going to see how 
far, legally, I can go with what I have, whether I can 
rent it out as one apartment, and let them bring in four 
roomers like I said, and put a pass door to these two 
kitchens there, let two of them.use and share the 
kitchens." "Right now, as I leave here, Itll say it's 
one apartment and I have three rooms. If you want to 
say it your way, I have two apartments and two room 
rents. 


The Board agreed... 


Letter from Robert F. McLaughlin of Rock Point Realty Corp., under 
date of August 28, 1968, as sent to the Chairman of the Planning 
Board, Mr. Napoleon B. Barber, who in turn brought same to Selectmen's 
Office, read aloud by Chairman Bartolini. According to said letter, 
Mre McLaughlin requests a copy of the Covenant of Dez-Tect Corp. 
"covering the improvements of Rock Point Road" and copies of "agree- 
ments" existing between the Town of Southborough and said Corporation, 
as well as Timerill Builders, Inc. | 


VOTED: to send copies of bonds, agreements, etc. to Mr. McLaughlin 
who is the present owner of subdivision known as "Sunset Park." 


Note dated September 10, as received from Mr. Carlton Jackman com- 

plaining about water backing up into his ditch from the Sunset Park Subdive 
(presently known as Heritage Park) that "the ditch in back of that — 
development has been filled in in a few places." 


VOTED: to notify Mr. Jackman that the Board of Selectmen had already, 
on September 3, advised Mr. McLaughlin of the various drainage 
problems caused as a result of his development in Sunset Park, 
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and that he, in turn, assured the Selectmen, immediate steps 
would be taken to alleviate this drainage situation, and that 
the Selectmen have advised the Highway Superintendent to keep 
a haa eye on Mr. McLaughlin's progress regarding this 
matter. : 


VOTED: to notify Mr. McLaughlin of the complaint of Mr. Carlton 
Jackman, whose property abuts his, being in connection with 
the backup of water on his (Jackman) property from said 
McLaughlin's property, and asking him (McLaughlin) to take 
immediate steps to alleviate this situation. 


VOTED: to approve bill of Southborough Boy Scouts in the amount of 
675.00 for the delivery of Warrants for the Special own 
Meeting of June 17, 1968. 


Press Release, as received from the Alcoholic Beverages Commission 
with respect to the sale of alcoholic beverages on State Primaries 
Day, September 17, read aloud by Chairman Bartolini. 


VOTED: unanimously, that all licensees holding pouring licenses may 
remain open on the usual hours, during polling hours, and 
further | 


VOTED: to notify all such licensees of the above vote. 


Noted tonight was report of the Building Inspector with respect to 
two signs which he had considered were in violation of the Town's 
Zoning By-Laws, but later realized that permits for said signs had 
been granted by a previous Board of Selectmen in the year 1961. 


Chairman Bartolini then read aloud copy of letter dated September 5, 
1968 as sent by the Fire Chief to the Advisory Board with respect to 
expenses occurred last march 18, 19, 20 and 21 during the flooding 
emergency, and with respect to the Town's hopefully being r eimbursed 
by the State for such expenditures, and with respect to the Town's 
(according to Fire Chief Brock) as not having received such reim- 
bursement. Said expenses incurred were $7,801.77. The Fire Department's 
budget for 1968 was so depleted that an additional $9,517.77 “is needed 
to meet anticipated expenditures through December 31, 1968." 
VOTED: to ask the Civil Defense Director to attend next week'ts 
meeting, if possible, or the week after. 


Report of Police Chief, Francis J. Mattioli, with respect to complaint 
by residents on Ward Road and Bigelow Road concerning an increase in 
traffic flow, notede According to Chief Mattioli, his department 
checked both roads and did not find "any parking problem by con- 
struction workers, that after inquiring from another person who did 

not sign the Petition of Complaint concerning the traffic situation, was 
told by said person, "that traffic is bad on weekends and the con- 
struction workers were parked on the curve and other positions when the 
houses were first started...," etc, and that the Chief would like to 
continue checking conditions for several weeks. 
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Chairman Bartolini then read aloud two petitions of New England Power 
Company to the Department of Pyblic Utilities, one of which is jointly 
with the Massachusetts Electric Company for the erecting of trans- 
mission lines in the towns of Grafton, Westborough and Southborough. 


VOTED: that the Board of Selectmen would meet at 7:00 Deme next 
week, and further 


VOTED: to contact Mr. Thomas Williams and Mr. Noble of the Hlectric 
Company, who appeared in the Selectments Office this morning, 
and ask them to attend said 7:00 o'tclock meeting.

Mr. Sabastian W. Olivo, attorney for A. Falone and Sons, 
Ince, which stated (in part) that the Board of Selectmen 
"would prefer to have a temporary easement for an indefinite 
period for the turnaround rather than a term of years." 
("turnaround" re Carolyn Terrace so-called) 


VOTED: to notify Executive Committee of the Teenage Canteen, Inc. that 
the Board of Selectmen regrets not being able to attend their 
meeting of September 17 due to the fact that said Board is 
holding its regular weekly meeting that night, but wish, however, 
to convey said Board's encouragement for said Committee's 
continued efforts in its contribution to the youth of Southboro. 


Selectman Dumont then stated that he had had "a talk with the 
Assistant Principal of Algonquin Regional High School, and that he 
(Principal) is concerned that the teen-agers are being given alter- 
natives with respect to social activities, that the school has certain 
standards for dances, that the standards for school are stricter than 
the standards for the Teenage Canteen." Mr. Dumont told the Board 
that the Assistant Principal feels that it would be desirable if 
interested parties got together to discuss this matter. Mr. Dumont 
mentioned that the teen-agers/réstricted both in the parking lot and in 
dress. Mr. Dumont feels that probably the School Committee could get 
together with the Teenage Canteen Advisory Group. Selectman 

Swartwood concurred with Selectman Dumont's suggestione 
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VOTED: that the literature re Massachusetts Federation of Planning 
Boards be forwarded to the Southborough Planning Board. (Said 
literature relates to a program which is being held in the 
Holiday Inn, Worcester, on Saturday, October 5.) 


Town Counsel then brought up Valley Road and read the following: 


Back in 1855, Elwin Barney and other asked the Selectmen to lay out a 
highway commencing near the school house in Ward II leading southerly 
by the house of said Barney to the new County road which leads from 
Framingham to Southboro. | 


"And what they did is they have laid out the use of the Town Ways as 
follows", stated Town Counsel. 


Commencing at a stake...to the center of the present old road ("they 
do make reference to the old road") southwest of the house of said 
Barney, thence they go thirty-five rods to a stake in a northwesterly 
direction (so that would be going back into the woods, the Barney 
house is the last house on the right).(It was agreed that this was 
the Ellsworth house.) "So, if they do go thirty-five rods into the 
woods (here, Town Counsel was interrupted)." "Now, on the basis of 
that, it would be an indication to me--I know that that is the only 
part of Valley Road which was, in fact, never laid out as far as any 
record that we can find as a Public Way." "Now, we do know that 
there was a discontinuance that ran, the new road, commencing at the 
new road south of the house of Peter Brewer, then going southerly to 
the old road first mentioned." 


Judge Brewin told the Board that he had some deeds which he checked 
with the County Commissioners, "The M.D.C. did, as Al Howes said, 
discontinue certain sections of highway which they had no actual 
authority without the concurrance of the County Commissioners. But, 
they did discontinue the Eastern Turnpike as a County Road, and all 
that part of the Town road to Fayville leading southerly from said 
County road at the site of said school house to the Howell land 850 
feet. Now, they refer to it as a Town road and that discontinuance 
which, in itself, was done by the M. D. C. in 1894, that I don't 
feel makes it a Town Road. But, nevertheless, as a Public Way, it 
can be a Town road. Then we have in a deed to Walter Brewer to Kalander 
they refer to: ‘beginning at the southeast corner of the premises 
that the road leading from the house now or formerly of Peter Brewer 
to the school house in Ward II-'" (That's the same road that I 
mentioned. ) 


Another parcel that they take and refer to here: "Beginning at the 
northeasterly corner of the premises a Town Road and at land formerly 
of the M. D. Gc." (Then they go back to the M. D. C. and round and 
round and they come back,the last course being 94 feet to certain 
northerly by said road 33 feet toa point of beginning. So, therefore, 
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they are including the 33 feet, I would say, stated Judge Brewin. 

When Naim Brewer bought what is known as this Howell lot, which is 

the road that is discontinued northerly, and in that one he 

bought it from a Gene Emery in 1913, and they make reference to 1650.01 
acres situated in said Southborough on the westerly side of a town 

road formerly known as town road leading from the brick school house to 
the house now or formerly of Charles Brewer, which, evidently, is the 
same one as referring to Ida Brewer. 


Judge Brewin told the Board in researching the record, in 1816 the 
Legislature passed a Statute that said, "a Way open and dedicated to 
public use which has not become a public way shall not except as 
provided in the two following sections be chargeable for towns or 
highway or town way unless laid out and established in a manner pro- 
vided by Statute." 


The Town Counsel stated that in the Court House today, Mr. O'Toole told 
him that it is not a burden of the Town to prove this a Town Way, that 
it is upon the people who want it to have it as a Town Way. 

Mre Dumont: "I don't see how, from what you have got there, say that 
itts not a Town road." "Unless you have got some thing 
that says it isn't a Town road, it is a Town road." 

Town Counsel: "Unless you have basically with what you start out 

with the premise that says it is a Town road it isn't 

a Town road." 
Selectman Swartwood: "What are the damages for abandoning these roads?" 
Town Counsel: "The same damages as fir as eminent domain." 


Selectman Dumont: "My thought that we put an article in the next 
: Town Meeting to abolish such things, anyway." 


The other Board members did not agree to Mr. Dumont's suggestion. 


The Town Counsel stated that there is evidence that there is a road, 
but is it a Town road? 


Chairman Bartolini suggested that a consultation be held with the 


Planning Board and abandon all these ways and accept an official map 
of Southborough that you can under a Chapter.

Selectman Swartwood: Officer Harpster may refer to the report or he can read it 
if he wants or he can describe the situation and refer to it. 


Officer Harpster: While on routine patrol on 9/25/68 at approximately 9:30 P.M. 
(read report) Officer Durran and my self observed a small sports car containing 
two young men turn onto Central Street from Route 9. They went past the Central 
Street Market and turned around. At this time we had a call from our Answering 
Service to go to Dalzellfs Volvo to see Mr. Dalzell. While at Dalzell's I noticed 
the sports car stop at the Central Street Market. The two boys in the car went into 
the store and a few minutes later came out of the store with a large bag. We 
stopped the vehicle for no tail lights. While asking the operator for his license 
and registration I observed a large bag with three six packs of Schlitz beer in 
it. I asked the boys their ages and they replied age 20 for the operator and age 
19 for the passenger. I then asked where they had obtained the beer and the 
driver stated at the little market amound the corner. I then asked who bought 
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LG and the passenger stated that he did. He said that the old lady sold it to 
him with no questions about age. The passenger gave me a signed written statement 
as to him buying the beer in the Central Street Market. I asked the boys how 
they knew about the store and they replied ‘Lots of our underage friends in 
Framingham buy it there,' nd that's how they found out about it. After quest- 
ioning the two boys, I asked if they would go back to the market with me and 
point’ out the person who sold them the beer, Inside the store was John Constantino 
and Charles Aspesi. I asked them if they would ask Mrs. Constantino to come out 
into the store. He did so and she came out. I asked her if she had scen these 
boys tonight and sold them any beer. She replied, 'No', I have never scen these 
boys before.' John said he had never seen these boys before. He also stated 
that he was away from the store earlier and that he had just returned. At this 
time Charles Aspesi broke into th conversation and said that Mrs. Constantino 
could not have sold them the beer because he was working in the store all night. 
I told Mr. Aspesi I had observed the boys go into the store and come out with 

the large bag. No one.in the store said anything and we left. Thetwo boys 

at this time made a positive identification that Mrs. Constantino was the elderly 
lady who had sold them the beer. Due to my observations of the boys going into 
the store and coming out with a bag and finding the bag full of cold beer, it is 
my opinion that Mrs. Constantino of Central Street Market did violate the alco- 
holic beverage law pertaining to minors by selling three six packs of Schlitz 
Beer to two minors listed below. The operator of the car Walter H. Hilliard, 

151 State Street, Framingham. His birth date of 9/9/48. The passenger in the 
car Richard P. Burchell of 51 Karen Road, Framingham. His date of birth is 
11/24/49. And I have his signed statement.

I am pretty sure and I didn't sell the beer to the boys. Because one of the oe 

came into the store and they asked me if I saw those boys and I said I've never 

seen them before. The boys didn't say to me, 'Yes you did sellto me.' The boys 
didn't say a word because they didn't have nothing to say. I didn't sell the 
beer to them. If I sell the beer to them and the boys said sure you sell the 
beer to us, I would have said 'Well, you say I sold the beer to you, I didn't 


em 


They should h,ve come in when they first saw them coming out of the store. You 
come in an one and a half late. The boys could have got the beer any place. 


Charles Aspesi: I didn't tell him I was working at the store because I don‘t 
work there. All I said was that I had been there most of the night, and didn't 
see them come in. I was sitting right on the beer cooler, the tonic cooler right 
inside the door. When he came back in he said they had bought the beer at 9:40 
if I remember correctly and it was then 5 minutes of 11 because I asked him what 
time they supposedly bought the beer. Secondly, if they were in the store they 
walked out of the store with a bag. Because they stopped them with a bag in the 
car thats no proof that they bought it there. They didn't see the contents of 
the bag when they walked out. They just saw.the bag in the car. They could 
have had the beer in the car before they even stopped here, if they did. 


Officer Harpster: The reason we came back later was that as soon as we stopped 
the car we had a call for an accident on Route 9 down by 


Cookman'se We told the boys to go to the station and meet 
us there, That.is why Bt toek so long. After we cleaned tup 


the accident, plus we had to put up a road block up from 
Marlboroeee and then we went back to the store. 


Mrs. Amorelli: ..you see the boys coming out ef the store with the bag in 
their hands, you should have come in there right then. 


Mr. Aspesi: es. but as far as legal proof that they bought the beer, the beer 
could have been in the car before they stopped there. 


Officer Harpster: It was a Triumph, a small car. There was only room for one 
bag. It was on the passenger's side. It couldn't have 
carried two bags. We had seen them come out with one large 
bage 


Chairman Bartolini: Did you look in the trunk ? 
Officer Harpster: No, I didn't. 


Selectman Dumont: I would like to inquire about previous history at this point. 
Have there been other problems with respect to this business 
establishment in this connection ? 


Chairman Bartolini: I have had our Secretary look up the records. We can find 
no violation of any kind. |

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Chairman Bartolini: We shall come to a conclusion on the Hearing we have just 
held on selling alcoholic beverages to minors in John 
Constantino's market. Mr. Dumont, what is your opin- 
ion on this Hearing? 


Selectman Dumont: My feeling is that we don't have a very air-tight 
case on which to take any drastic action. We have 
a direct discrepancy in testimony which seems to me would 
have to be ironed out someway or other. Not being an 
attorney, I am not suge of the technicalities on this- 
Secondly, we have no record of any violations in this 
operation in our own office in the past, and we have no 
record or recollection or knowledge on the part of the 
police officers involved of any problems that have occurréd in this establish- 
ment in the past. I would suggest that we warn the proprietor of the store 
that we are concerned about the fact that this allegation has been made and 
tell them that if it happens again we will have to take more serious steps 
to prosecute. That is the way I see it. 


Selectman Swartwood: It is my feeling that there is no violation and I base 
my decision on Mr. Aspesi'ts testimony and the fact that 
he was in the store when this alleged violation took 
place and that to his knowledge, ne never saw these 
boyse And the first time he saw them was when they 
came in an hour and a half later and that was the first 
and only time he saw them. Secondly, Mr. Aspesi has no 
proprietary interest nor any other interest in this 
business, and I feel that his testimony was not pre- 
judiced. I feel that the owners of the store should be 
notified that we have determined that there was not a 
violation and I think probably the very fact that they 
were up here is enough notice that if they ever had 
violated the law, they certainly won't in the futures 


Chairman Bartolini: I would like to add at this time, after conducting this 
Hearing, I also feel there wasn't enough evidence sub- 
mitted here to have a bona fide violation. In view of 
the evidence submitted here, I will have to say there 
was no violation at the Fayville Market. A letter should 
go forth to these people explaining the situation and 
also to the police officers. 


Selectman Swartwood: First of all, there is a signed statement. The boy has 
an interest on pinning this on somebody. He obviously 
doesn't want to cut off his source. Possibly he may 
want to bag someone else. Number two, the officers 
stated very clearly that they just saw the boys come 
out of the market. They just saw them come out to 
their car. There wasn't any testimony that they actua- 
lily saw them walk out through the door. 
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| Selectman Dumont: Although there is no specific evidence on which I would 

| want to take any specific action, I do not feel that our 
Police Officers are just making idle charges. There could 

be some question, perhpas, which ought to be at least in- 
corporated in our thinking in the record. Perhaps, rather 
than stating flatly there is no violation--yet, there is 

no violation, but we have no basis on which we could make the 
statment that there was a clear cut violation. It might be to 
our adzantage to remind the proprietors of the store that we 
would be concerned about this matter and if we get any 
complaints againec. 


Chairman Bartolini: I agree with you. These hearings are very important. It 
has got to be clear cut. The Police Officers definitely 
try when they see something of a suspicious nature... 
ther is a lot of circumstances here..-In other words 
there isn't enough hereto support a violation. The 
Police Officers come out on the short end on something 
like thise But on the same token, there will be due 
process of lawe 


Selectman Swartwood: I think we have to determine, it is our duty to determine

Mr. Mooney explained to all present that the Water Commissioners 
wish to place an Article in the Warrant, for the Special Town Meeting, 
so that a Bill may be introduced into the Legislature, for the purpose 


of increasing the present water usage of 150,000 gallons per day. 


Town Counsel: "Have a Resolution passed, send into Town Meeting, so 
that it will be enacted." 


Mr. Mooney stated that it was his understanding that this matter has 
something to do with "Home Rule.'' It was agreed to look into 
this matter further. 


Mr. Mooney explained that when the Town tied into the tunnel, it only 
got 150,000 gallons, that if the Town had remained as formerly 
viz: taking water out of the M.D.C. Reservoir, it could now be 
getting 400,000 gallons a day. Mr. Mooney further explained 
that the Town had petitioned the Legislature, but had gotten 
"thrown down.'! 


9:20 P.M. Mr. Howland then discussed the Town's sewerage problem, 
stating it has two steps to consider. 1. "Have complete re- 
port done. 2. Where would sewerage be disposed of ? (Here 
Mr. Howland stated, "would you want to get it (disposed of) 
through the M.D.C. Framingham or, as a last resort, have to 
build sewerage treatment plant? Mr. Howland told all present 
that, at this time, it is difficult to tell what the cost 
for such a project woutd bee Mr. Howland mentioned that the 
Town should "at the moment" apply for grant fro water con- 
struction--these grants are only available to emergency 
conditions," that such grants would not be considered until 
a full report has been made, "which would cost $65,000.00." 
Mr. Howland continued by stating that if the Town considered 
going with the Town of Framingham, at a future time, the M.D.C. 
would leave some sort of a connection to said Town, "which 
you pay for at a future time." Possibility of holding a 
meeting with the Town of Framingham, discussed. 


Selectman Dumont: "Is this first...of a study--do we have to get a 
commitment ? 


Mr. Howland: "That is what you are after." "I would probabay be at 
the meeting in Framingham, before you people went there, I 
would probably have it all worked out, with any luck, before 
you went down." Mr. Howland explained that he would have 
plans before he went to such meeting, that once he has gotten 
a commitment, "you have a solution, you probably wouldn't be 
able to make... of it for about two or three years-=- at the

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moment finances are extremely slow--this study could be done for as little 
as $50,000.00, it would have quite an effect on the tax rate." Mr. Howland

7:35 pem.e POlice Chief, Francis J. Mattioli appeared, requesting that the monies 
allocated to the Dog Officer, which has been incorporated with the Police 
Budget, be removed, this coming year, from said Budget, that the Dog 
Officer is not a Police Officer. 


Bills approved for payment in the above-mentioned amount of $115,342.53. 


Mr. Eugene Ames of Rock Point Road, also here at the above time, checking the status 
of Rock Point Road, with respect to its being accepted. The Board members explained 
to him that Releases, concerning the acceptances of certain roads, have to be 
notarized. 


7:56 peme Mrs. Carole Maconi, Correspondent for the Marlboro Daily Enterprise, 
appeared. 


8:00 pem. Hearings on Petitions from the New England Telephone Company and the 
Massachusetts Electric, with respect to Poles on Framingham Road and 
Marlboro Road, held at this time. 


Present at said Hearings, was Mr. David Pond, who, according to him, 
just recently purchased land on Marlboro Road, from Mrs. Gladys Dunn.

Before leaving, Mr. Pond stated, "if they run everything underground, ‘fine’." 


8:25 pem. Mr. Pond left Selectmen's Office at this time. 


Letter, under date of October 28, 1968, as received from the Refrigerated Storage 
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Center, Inc., stating its opposition to the relocation of a brick house, pre- 
sently located on Worcester Road, Framingham,"to the proposed new location on 
Clifford Road in Southboro" noted. 


Chairman Bartolini: "This is an unusual thing-= it will shut down every 
business on Route 9." 


Letter under date of March 6, 1962 and accompanying "Memorandum" relative to 
the problems involved in house-moving, as received from the Massachusetts 
Electric Company, on March 7, 1962 noted by this Board. 


8:31 pom. Mr. Alvin C. Starcher appeared at this time for the scheduled Hearing 
on his application for a license to store 1,000 gallons of gasoline underground 
for "non-retail use." 


Chairman Bartolini read aloud advertisement re said Gasoline License, which 
appeared in the Worcester Evening Gazette of October 18, 1968. Chairman Bartolini 
instructed Mr. Starcher to contact the Fire Chief re installation of tank. 


VOTED: unanimously, to grant said Starcher said License. 


8:40 pom. Mr. Starcher left at this time and Building Inspector, Harold W. 
Walcott appeared. | 


Non-conforming use of apartments, in Southboro, discussed. The Town Counsel stated 
that those persons, who are in violation of the Zoning Laws, with respect to said 
apartments, will have to be notified of such violations, that if they continue to 
violate the zoning laws, steps will have to be taken to enforce said laws, that 
said persons have the right to go before the Board of Appeals "to ratify the Act." 


Chairman Bartolini doesi't think this law is fair. Selectman Swartwood suggested 
that a 30-day notice be given to these people to comply with the law. 


According to Mr. Walcott, there are seventy-two (72) apartments in town. "Illeg- 
ally, I would say, there are perhaps twenty-five (25)," stated Mr. Walcott. 


The Board instructed Mr. Walcott to submit a list of all those persons, owning 
apartments, who are in violation to the Zoning By-Laws. It was then 


VOTED: by a 2/3 majority, that a form letter be sent out next week to such vio- 
lators, notifying same of such violations, and that they have been given 
thirty days to correct these situations, otherwise legal action will 
follow. 

Mr. Walcott: '"I think something should be taken against Dalzellproperty."' 


Town Counsel: "Dalzell, I think, could very well take care of itself within the 
next ten days." 


Selectman Swartwood suggested posting apartments as "unfit for occupancy." 
Chairman Bartolini: "I would take legal action.'! 


Mr. Walcott: "He has got three people o..ec-ee0e is letting it to two others-- 
that's a rooming house." 
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Town Connsel: ''He took and put in apartments without complying with the law." 


The Town Counsel told the Board that it would have to go on a "strictly occupancy 
basis.'' 


Selectman Dumont is in favor of taking action against Mr. Dalzell. 
Mr. Walcott: ''I think some action should be taken that could be recorded." 


It was agreed that the Town Counsel check to see what can be done, legally, with 
regard to the above. 


9:12 pem. The Messrs. Thomas Williams, George Chase and a Mr. Gustof Ide, of the 
Massachusetts klectric Company appeared at this time. 


Mr. Williams, who is the Branch Manager for the Mass. Electric, in Marlboro, ex- 
pressed, for the Company, his appreciation for the opportunity accorded by the 
Selectmen, to present his Company's views on the proposed moving of the brick 
house located on Route 9, in Framingham. He stated that his Company is letting 
itself in for "quite a bit of criticism" with respect to the proposed moving of 
said brick house, that many services would be interrupted because of it. Mr. 
Williams then turned the discussion over to Mr. George Chase, Distribution Man, 
who explained, in detail, the numerous problems involved in the moving of this 
house. He stated that the voltage was 13,000, not the 2300 that was encountered 
in the moving of other buildings, in Southboro, some time ago, that a special type 
of equipment has to be used, in the raising or lowering of the wires. Mr. Chase 
further explained that when the mover loads the building onto a "rig" it will norm- 
ally go four or five feet higher than the building, bringing said height up to 
thirty-one or thirty-two feet, He mentioned time involved viz: one hour in the 
moving of electric wires, etc. at Brook Lane and other streets along the way, 
which would take about one hour at each location, which would, in turn, deprive 
those homes on said streets, businesses, and the like, of electricity. (Restaur- 
ants on Route 9 were also mentioned, and the inconvenience caused to such restaur- 
ants, considered). Mr. Chase stated, "I would have to 'kill' the whole Oak Hill 
section all the way down the 'Pike' to the Framingham Line which includes the 
Refrigerated Plant (Refrigerated Storage Center, Inc.) all gas stations and every- 
thing along ....-.'' He mentioned problems involved at the intersection of Central 
St. and Oak Hill Road. "We 'Kill® everything up to Woodland Road including Police 
Barracks ...'' He mentioned coming up the "ramp" from Framingham, over bridge to 
Route 9 again, also at the next bridge on Routes 9 and 85, etc. all these places 
involving about an hour's work, which would ‘kill' power along Cordaville Road, 
which would "take school on Richards Road, Bryden Road, etc. Mr. Chase stated 
that "the whole of the Southville section would be taken." (He mentioned Middle 
Road also would be without electric power). Also, Clifford and Parkerville Roads 
would be without electricity. 


Selectman Swartwood: "How long would you anticipate that this would takeeecc. 
from beginning to end?" 


Mr. Chase: "I would say we would be out there a good eight hours.'! 
Mr. Chase also mentioned that the Telephone Company would also be involved. Mr. 


Williams mentioned that the Edison Electric Company would be involved, too, from 
the Framingham Line. 
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Chairman Bartolini reported that the Board had already received a letter of 
complaint strongly opposing the moving of this building. 


Selectman Swartwood: 'There is no other way to move this -- no other route?" 


Mr. Chase: "No, this is the shortest route-- if he (the owner) went any 
otherroute, you would still run into the same thing." 


Selectman Dumont: "Do you have an estimate of the cost to be incurred?" 


It was brought out that the cost would not necessarily be paid by the mover. 
It was further brought out that the cost of "crews" would be around $1200 to 
$1500, 


Mr. Williams: "It isn't the cost of the crews, it is the inconvenience to the 
people in the Fayville section, on Route 9.'! 


Mr. Chase also mentioned that the men who would be doing this work, because of 
the high voltage of the wires, and because of the possibility of inclement 
weather, are hesitant to do such work. Since said moving is being considered 
between December lst and the 15th of the month, which could conceivably, be 
very cold, would also be another factor to be taken into consideration. 


Selectman Dumont suggested suggesting to the owner to move at a certain date, 
"so that as little inconvenience would be endured." 


Chairman Bartolini: "I don't know what to say here tonight." 
Selectman Dumont: "We have got to hear from the Telephone Company." 
9:45 pem. Above meeting over at this time. 


Chairman Bartolini then discussed, briefly, with Mr. Williams, the wishes of 

the Board with respect to the replacing of lights, in Southboro, with 3500 
Mercury Vapor lights. Mr. Bartolini checked the report of the Massachusetts 
Electric Company, which was submitted by said Company, last year. It was noted 
that the town still has two hundred seventy-eight 1000 lumen lights. The Board 
felt that if these lights could be replaced by 3500 M.V. a reduction in the 
electric rate to the town might be obtained. Mr. Williams explained that the 
town, indirectly, has been enjoying such a reduction, since all such lumen lights 
apiece had rate jump from $18.00 per year to $25.00 per year, that since the Town's 
intention has been to install all 3500's to replace such 1000 lumen lights, the 
Town has been charged at the old rate, of $18.00 per light. Mr. Williams further 
explained that whenever new 3500 M.V. lights replaced 1000 lumen lights, the Town 
received proper credit due it. 


Selectman Swartwood then told Mr. Williams of the request of the Cibelli family 
living on Stowe Road, who recently had their house broken into, for a street 
light. It was brought out there was no light on Stowe Road, but at the inter- 
section of Sears and Stowe Roads, there is a Pole #56, on Sears Road. 


Mr. Chase is to investigate this matter, and bring to the Board a sketch con- 
cerning this matter. 


9:59 peme The Messrs. Williams, Chase and Ide left the Selectmen's Office. 
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Chairman Bartolini then told the Board members that he would like to work out a

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


November 12, 1968 


7:30 P.M. Present: Chairman, Louis J. Bartolini, Selectmen, Charles B. Swartwood III 
and Robert C. Dumont. 


7:35 P.M. Highway Building Committee appeared, including: Philip G. Mauch, Chairman, 
Charles W. Sawin, James Garner, Joseph Minville. 


Mr. Mauch mentioned that there was a "total appropriation of $70,000.00" and that they 
have over and above the architect '"$875.00."" They held a meeting with the Water 
Department who was of the opinion "eight-inch Water Main" was available. "It seems 
that they have some ten-inch.'"' "There has got to be four hundred thirty~seven of 
eight-inch water main put down and across Cordaville Road, that is a must, they require 
eight- it has got to be eight.'' Mr. Mauch stated that the price of this pipe anyway 
you buy it is $1.90 a lineal foot, Nine Hundred two and 50/100 (902.50) the price of 
the pipe. Our original intention, when we went to the Water Department was this; to 
run 8-inch pipe, which is standard procedure, across the street and at that point set 
a hydrant opposite the travelled way, on the Town property. The Water Superintendent 
thinks we should be "down the corner with the hydrant," to which the Building Committee 
agreed, because the Water Superintendent talked about giving the Committee "Simplex 
Pipe" to reach the hydrant. "We can put the sewerage system in complete, this coming 
Saturday, (Mr. Leo Cibelli, also a member of said Building Committee appeared during 
the above discussion), with two town men which we will pay--"going to hire a tractor 
to dig it, going to buy the tank, the box and the pipe and have it inspected", etc., 
stated Mr. Mauch. Mr. Mauch stated that the "septic tank complete" is $470.00." 

"Tf we get this in for $500.00 that leaves us exactly $375.00."" Mr. Mauch further 
stated, "we have not got the cost of the water, I called the Architect, who in turn, 
called the plumbing and heating man and he said ‘it is a fair gamble that you could 
open that building without water, but that if you had any kind of a leak or it wasn't 
checked periodically, I wouldn't guarantee it'." 


Chairman Bartolini: "How much money do you need for the water?" 

Mr. Sawin: "Do you get any help from the Water Department at all?" 
Chairman Bartolini: "How many feet of water pipe do you actually need?" 
Mr. Sawin: "You need 470' to the hydrant." 


Mre Mauch contends that they must make up their minds what they need for water-main, 
"not waterpipe." 


Possibility of inserting an Article in the next Town Meeting, requesting money with 
respect to the installation of water, at the New Highway Garage, considered. 


VOTED: to meet later on in the evening at about 9:30 P.M. with the Water Commissioners, 
who, incidentally, are holding their regular meeting tonight, for the purpose 
of discussing further, the above-mentioned problem. 

7:52 P.M. Then appeared Attorney Joseph Lewis, and his Client, Mr. Leo Grace. 


It was announced by Selectman Dumont that Correspondents for the various papers were 
present. 
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Selectman Swartwood asked Mr. Lewis if he wanted to go into Executive Session 'if 
personalities are involved?" 


Mr. Lewis: "No, I don't think so." Mr. Lewis stated he was here to discuss the 
"property at 181 Cordaville Road," that the frontage of said property 
is 125 feet, that the only concern of his Client, Mr. Leo Grace, who 
resides at above-mentioned 181 Cordaville Road, is to "get the Highway 
Superintendent to fill in the land with loam,'' so that the condition in 
front of Mr. Grace's home, will be alleviated, that stagnant water 
accumulates "at or near his driveway.'! 


Mr. Grace contends that this condition is due to houses being built in the vicinity. 
He also mentioned that he wants the mail boxes moved. He further mentioned that he 

has already spent $2100.00 to "fix it up the way it is right now." Mr. Lewis stated 
that, as of tonight, the water "is just stagnant" and stays in front of the house. 


Chairman Bartolini reviewed with Attorney Lewis what had transpired before, how the 
Town's Highway Superintendent had gone down to his property to see what had to be 
done that he (Grace) asked said Superintendent to leave. (Mr. Grace denied this) 
Mr. Bartolini further stated that Mr. Grace wanted to know where the County Bounds 
were located, that both the State Engineer and Mr. Pessini went down to his property 
and were willing to show him (Grace) where said Bounds were located in the Road. 

Mr. Bartolini stated that as far as the Selectmen were concerned, "is the frontage 
on the street.'' (Mr. Lewis agreed to what Mr. Bartolini so stated) Mr. Bartolini 
further stated that because of the crown in the Riad, it is impossible for water to 
be coming across the street, onto Mr. Grace's land. 


Attorney Lewis: "All we want is to eliminate the water that remains at or near the 
driveway along the 125 feet, so that it will run down and won't 
remain stagnant."' According to Mr. Lewis, as of tonight "there is 
about two inches of water remaining there and he has got a fair 
complaint when he asks for that to be eliminated, and wants your 
help to do it, so he thinks by bringing in loam and filling in it 
would eliminate it--maybe that is not the correct procedure, I don't 

; know. 


Mr. Grace: "That's the cheapest thing." 


Mr. Lewis stated that the other complaint Mr. Grace mentioned, viz: Mail Boxes has 
no bearing on the above matter. 


It was further brought out that the above-mentioned Mail Boxes were, according to. 
Mr. Grace, placed on his property by the neighbors across the Street, which has nothing 
to do with the Town. 


At this time, Police Chief Mattioli handed the Board of Selectmen a confidential © 
report, the subject, of which has not been discussed. 


Hearings on Petitions of the New England Telephone Company and the Massachusetts

7:50 peme Mr. Killam: I have a piece of land this side of the Toll Road. 
Some years ago when the Subdivision went in, Rock 
Point Road, there was supposed to be an easement 
go in there to give me means to go onto that land. 
The subdivision people wanted a 20-ft. one. I said 
no, let's make it the width of a town street so that 
sometime in the future if something should become of 
that land, the people that had bought house lots in 
good faith wouldn't lose a piece of each side to make 
a town road. The Planning Board seemed to go along 
with it. I have nothing to show for it. 


Chairman Bartolini: There is an easement there. I don’t know whether it is 
20 or forty feet. 


Mr. Killam: According to the drawing that the Planning Board had, it is a 
20-ft. one. I am wondering if you people had a more up-to-date 
drawing that would be anything different. 


Chairman Bartolini: All that comes from the Planning Board, Mr. Killam. 


Selectman Swartwood: Did anyone give you any piece of paper granting you 
an easement? 


Mr. Killam: No. 


LB: I remember that subdivision. Charles Lane was over that property (Mr. 
Lane owned the property in back of Mr. Killam.) This was made purposely 
so that his property and yours wouldn't be landlocked. 


Mr. Killam: At the time the toll road went through, if I had done what most 
people would have done, I would have gone to a Land Court to get 
things settled out. I tried to buy a piece from Charley Lane. 

He wouldn't sell it. It lay there until this subdivision went in. 
I assumed that there was a 40-foot easement through there. I did 
not know any different until a real estate broker had a customer 
looking at it a while ago and he said to me, "Good Heavens, you've 
got nothing in there to get in and out there with! That Town has 
given you a roasting. There is only a 20-ft. easement there. 

That is all I could find." So, I went there and talked with the 
fellow who owned next to that. Between his lot and where he said 
the land's lot come to on the other side, was 40 feet. Apparently 
there is a 40-ft. space between those two lots with a 20 ft. 
easement in the middle of that 40-ft. space. It doesn't make sense. 


ILJB: If that road comes in for acceptance, we speak to McLaughlin and if he 
has some free space in between there, we could very easily make it 40 feet, 
if it doesn't make another lot next to him nonconforming. 


Mr, Killam: There is a lot on each side and a house on each side. If you go 
in on the left, his name is Wood. He and I measured it, and be-= 
tween where his boundary is and where he said, is the man on the 
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other side -= is forty feet. He said they took 10 feet from each lot 
to go with that easement. That gives them 40 feet. 


LJB: That is easy enough to check. 


Mr. Swartwood: They granted you an easement. There should be some 
instrument in writing that somebody would have signed. 
Very possibly it might be part of the plan. 


LJB: Maybe part of the covenant. 


Mr. Swartwood: It may not necessarily run to you. It could run to any- 
one. 


Mr. Killam: It could belong to the town. 
LJB: It would belong to Southboro when they accept that street. 


Mr. Killam: It would give me means of getting onto that land without 
hurting anybody. 


LJB: We will see what they have on record and maybe if this land is free 
we can work something out. 


Mr. Killam left. 
7:55 peme Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Capone entered Selectmen's office. 


LJB: We want to talk to you about the school taking some property and 
will need to go through the open ditch which I think they spoke 
to you about. Discussion followed. 


Mr. Capone: If we could make satisfactory arrangements, I would be only 
too glad to sell this land to the Town for what I paid for it. 


LJB: They have no need of the property other than the drainage of the water. 


Mr. Capone: I do not want to lose the lot, I'd rather keep it. It is not 
easy to come by, but to help the situation here, I think it is 
the best bet. 


Selectman Dumont: The other alternative would be to divert the brook and 
you would have a lot to build on, but we could not do 
this without your sharing the cost of diverting the brook. 


Further discussion ensued with regard to the possible cost of lot, plus drain- 
age and pipe installation, also Mr. Capone wished to have his gravel Permit 
renewed with which the Board did not seem to go along. 


8:10 pom. Mr. Blanchard of the New England Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
entered. The Board proceeded to discuss some prior hearings 
for Pole locations. 


Mr. Blanchard: There are two lines = one to the left of Marlboro Road and 
we have an existing Pole line on the righthand side of Sears 
Road. The Light Co. has one to the left-hand side. What we 
want to do is remove the pole from this side. My petition now 
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is to relocate Pole 4 which would bring it up to the right-hand corner 
of Sears Road. We remove Pole 5, which cuts down the spanlinks on 
Marlboro Road. We want to put a buried cable under the railway bridge. 
The Light Co. wants to go over this. Pole 5 will be removed. Pole 6 
will be there because it is 200 ft. from Pole 4 to Pole 6. 


LJB: Is it imperative that you get an O.K. on this this evening?

Mr. Swartwood suggested that it would be helpful if the Telephone Co. sent a 
representative to these hearings. If the abutters had any questions, the rep- 
resentative could answer them. | 


9:15 pom. Mr. Spear came in with his fiancee relative to a Permit to move 
a house over Route 9 onto a town way. 


Mr. Swartwood: The principal problem here is the height of the building loaded. 


Chairman Bartolini read a letter received from the electric company. The 
specific height of the house not loaded is 27 feet. Loaded it is 30'6". 


Discussion followed re inconveniences for the one hour period. 


Chairman Bartolini spoke for himself by saying "If there wasn't too much in- 
convenience caused, this permit perhaps could be granted." 


Mr. Spear discussed the route the house will travel and who will be affected, 
(from Framingham to Clifford Road). "We have decided to make it less of a 
problem to aim for a target date of March 15 rather than in December or Jan- 
uarye I have checked with the Weather Bureau on temperatures at that time to 
get an average temperature for those days. Temperatures are taken at 1000 feet 
above sea level, We are lower, so that it is slightly more." 


CBS: I realize that one of the reasons for moving this house is to preserve 
what historical value there is and also to you aesthetically, but would 
it be possible to take off the top section of the roof of the house and 
move it down the highway? I am also talking about knocking off the brick 
of the gable at the peak. Have you looked into this possibility? 


Mr. Spear: We have. It would run into several thousand dollars and guite 
frankly, I'm not loaded. Before we'd see the house knocked into 
a hole with a bulldozer, we would go to banks and see if perhaps 
they could work out a second mortgage-type arrangement to do this. 
We would have to drill out all the oak pins and replace them with 
steel rods which would destroy some of the inherent antique value 
of the house. With a home of this nature, a beautiful colonial 
home, this is the first brick house built in the entire area, the 
less damage we can do to the structure itself, the better off we 
are, not necessarily just for us but for the community. It is an 
asset to have a home kept as much intact as we can. The move will 
not be made on any day if it rains or snows or is bitter cold. 
They would only make the move on a day when it was going to be 
bright, clear sunshine because it has to be that way. 
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We have got an extension from January 1 deadline to April 1. They are 
going to be doing some industrial development there. Quite frankly, lI 
don't believe we could get an extension. This house, in essence, was 
given to us. It was given to Gay, not to me. We paid a dollar for it. 
If it isn't moved by that time, they are going to put a bulldozer in 
there and knock it into a hole. We did get an extension to April 1. It 
gives us longer days, days when it will be warmer so that the loss of an 
hour's heat in midday is not going to materially affect anyone. The 


Refrigeration Plant, they can throw their thermostats down the day before, 
knock their temperature down ten degrees and that will handle them for the 
hour that they'll be out. The light company, they are talking about two 
Crews, if necessary they could put on four crews for this move. They are 
talking thirteen lines that have to be moved. They are talking about an 
overlapping hour, that is, 1/2 hour in and 1/2 hour out, so while their ° 
takeup crew is putting up one line, another crew is taking down the other 
so that there isn't a full hour per line. There is only 1/2 hour per line. 


CBS: Remember this, this move is going to necessitate a hardship, we'll 
say, on a lot of people and this utility company, which they are 
obligated to do it, and we are in the middle here and have to bal- 
ance one way or the other. 


RCD: I feel that we cannot resolve this matter until we have electric 
company and Mr. Spear here together with as much information avail- 
able with some degree of opportunity to talk back and forth in order 
to reach some conclusion. The electric company takes one position. 
Without being critical, that position has some flexibility in it. 

We are not able to determine that flexibility with one session. We 
don't know what accommodations they would be willing to make if you 
would be willing to pay a portion of the expense involved. 


Mr. Spear: I made 3 trips to the electric company. I couldn't get the 
same information. 


CBS: Let us set up a convenient time for the electric company and Mr. 
Spear to be in here. Let us call the electric company, find out 
when it is convenient for them and then contact Mr. Spear.
